Iic4ate revolution of the year 1757, ^^cn necef- 
jfity, and a juft rqfentmcnt for the mpft cruel in* 
juries, obliged us to enter into a plan to deprive 
Serajah Dowia of his government, which was ac- 
cordingly done, and Meer Mahomed Jaffier Aly 
Cawn fixed by us at the head of the provinces on 
certain conditions, and under a treaty of alliance 
pffenfive and defenfive. 

A Ihort fpace of time fully proved how unwor- 
thy the family thus raifed ! The conditions of the 
treaty could not be obtained fropi the Nabob with- 
out being in a manner extortqd from him, and 
by a thoufand fliifts and evafions it was plain to 
the world ho% a fingle article would ever have been 
complied with, had the Nabob been invefted with 
power fufBeient to have prevented it, or could he 
have diverted himfelf of his own fears and appre* 
henfions from our refentments. 

Tuncaws on the lands were however granted for 
the payment of the ftipulated fums at particular 
times, by which the Royroyan, Mutta Suddier, 
Pewans, and every Harpey employed in the Zc- 
mindary and revenues became our ipiplacable ene- 
mies ; and, confequently, a party was foon raifed 
at the Durbar, headed by the Nabob's fon, Miran 
and Rajah ICagebullub, who were daily planning 
fchemes to fhake off their dependanceon the Eng- 
JiQi, and continually urging to the Nabob, that 
' till this was effedled, his government jj^^as a name 
only. The Nabob, fomething irritated by the 
prdl^ftion given Rajah Doolubram, and weak 
and irrefolute in himfelf, fell too foon into thefe 
fentiments. 

The firft ftep taken to accompli Jh this meafure 
of Independance was, to affaffinate and taRe off, 
under one. pretence or other, every miniftcr and

Ameer Beg Cawn would from therrametaufe have 
fuflferod the fame fate, had^ not givefet his folemn 
engagement to quit the kingdotbi: whidi he ac- 
cordingly did.i 

The next projeft of the Ikirbar appeared, by 
every concurring fubfequent drcumftance, to be a 
fecret negotiation with the Dutch, for tranfporting 
troops from Batavia into thefe provinces, that with 
their united force a ftop might be put to the power 
of the Englifh, This fcheme was conduced by 
R^ah Ragebullub on the one part, and Toocra- 
toojar for the Dutch on the other, about Oftober 
or November 1758, the period when the Deccan 
expedition took place, and the garrifon was much 
reduced. 

Soon after, the provinces were invaded by the 
Shahzada on the fide of Patna, and Cok)nel Clive 
with our military and feapoys joined the Nabob 
and his troops, and by forced marches preferved 
Rajah Ramnarain fiready in his duty, and arrived 
juft in time to faVe that city abd province, and 
drove the Prince, though the undoubted heir to 
the kingdom, beyond the Currumnafla, and 
brouglTt the Booge poor, &€• countries into fuB- 
jcftion to the Nabob. 

The prince more than once wrote to the colo- 
nel, ofiering any terms for the company and him- 
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At tl^ efld of the 'Ogmpjaig/Tt- the coJoncl j«- 
turned liOiw in Jipae if^^i and the two Ndx>tMi 
arrived in the city about the Artie time, with ftdi 
f onyiftiori of CHIT firm atttackulent to his govera- 
zn^ and fainily, and ooi* reHgtoes regard to our 
tf^|ie$. Whac fenie they retained of thefe obli* 
gatUx»S| and hoir long, wUl appear by and by. 

The Nabobs, thinKii^ themfclves now better 
^ftabliihedj ia rim government* and fereened by 
fuch aiUmaqdpowerfiil fuppcMtas our arms, be* 
gan to fet no bounds to their cruelties, oppreffions^ 
atid exadions froim tbofe who had any thing to be 
plundered 4X>f; and this barely recrived a check 
' from th)&'fevere and frequent remonftrances of the 
colonel to thfi Nabob, on a conduft which he told 
him nauft^ from the general deteftation of the pco* 
plCs end kithe deflrudUon of himfelf, his family, 
and cofiotry. His troops clamorous at the fame 
time for their pay, whilft the Nabob, in phce oi 
aj^ropriatingthe fums he had acquired by repeat* 
cd afiaflinationsto the juft demands of his Jemma^ 
dars and troops, laviflbed the fame in boundleis 
extravagances. 

About the latter end of July 1759, the young 
Nabob arrived on a pretended vijQt to cotenel Clive, 
but the real motive was, to negotiate, if poffible,

Nofein Cawn, Nabob of Poordea (then in rebel- 
lion) undl Shubut^s advance^ recaHed him to tte^ 
dty. 

A regular and partkular detail of the tranfac** 
tions of this laborious ciampaign will- not be ex- 
peAed here, as the progreft of it will prefitat itfclf 
in the courfe of the military correipohdence lakit 
before the conunittce, therdbre general ronarks 
on the luccefs» efieds, and probable coniequences> 
will be fufficient. ^ 

This, like the former ones, has produced no' 
definite adion or itroke to lay the leaft foundation 
erf peace to the provinces. In the courfe of this 
campaign three morally fure and important op- 
portunities were loft by the cowardice of both the' 
Nabobs ; thcfirft, when the young Nabob refufcd 
to join the major in the immediate purfuit of the- 
Shahzada when routed near Patna ; the fecond, whm ' 
the old Nabob rcfufed to comply witfi the majws^ 
requeft and demrad to crofs his horfr over the^ 
Burdwan river, and attack the prince i/rhew unitsed * 
with Shabut, &c» ; the third, when in the late pur- 
fuit of Cuddeim Hoflein Cawn, the yotmg Nabob 
rcfufed to lead or detach his horfe to the major*s 
affiftance, by which a general aftion might have 
been brought on: but on the contrary, he kept' 
encamped two or three miles in the major's rear, 
as if his intentions were to leave our troops, with- 
out horfe, a iacrifice to the enemy. 

Had the moft been made of either of tbefe fa- 
vourable occalions, the itroke iiad, in all human

On die near. approach of thi^m^joc toPa^tnat he 
received a PWrniiSiqn, from the prinqe,^ of. which he 
advifed the board, and pi:off)i/ed tQ. forward a 
copy, but no wonder, that, in the courfe of fo 
extraordinary and f^tigping a campai^, it ihould 
cfcape his^j^eip^ry. On. hi$ arrival in the Beer- 
boom C9s|nt^yt; ^aftcr the untxpeded march he 
formed up9;^ hi%defea):, the preudcnt received in^ 
telligei^ce, th^jt ^heold N^abob had adually a Vac- 
keel in the ShaKzada'$ camp, and that he wa$ ne- 
gociating a feparate treaty y/ith him. This appear- 
ed to have fo dangerous a tendency, that any 
means were eligible to obtain tbe truth of it. 

The late prendent, by a third hand, procured 
Affid Jumma Cawn R^oah of Beer boom, and his 
uncle Comgar Cawn, to be wrote to on this fub- 
jeft of the Nabob's Vackecl and treaty. This foon 
produced a Phirmaun from the prince, incloGng a 
copy of the Nabob's ArzdaOxt, The prefident 
made no reply to the Phirmaun, but returned a. 
Ihort one to Comgar Cawn's letter which accom- 
panied it, intimating, that copies carried little va- 
lidity where originals were in being. 

A few days before the prince begun his retreat 
from the hills, the prefident received a.fecond Phir- 
maun from him, inclofing the original Arzdaflit 
from the Nabob. All that can be faid, either for 
or againft belief being given to the authenticity 
either of the copy or original, will appear on the 
face of the correfpondence, in two letters from the 
prefident to the major, under dates the twenty- 
fecond, and twenty-fourth of April laft, and to 

Mr 
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Mr. Haftings, the twent^h of the fame montli# 
To thcfe we may furtheradd, that if they are for- 
geries, they have yet this corroborating fignatureJ 
of truth, that the whole tenor of the Nabob's con-^ 
duft moft exaftly tallies with the terms of the 
Arzdalht. Sfut to refume the courfe of the cam-' 
paign to the prefent time. 

Patna is relieved, and fecufe for tlie ptefent* 
CuddeimHofcinCawriisdifpoflejQed ofhisgovern-^ * 
ment of Purnea, and driven' out of the country, 
but with aU his treafure and valuable efFe6b, to the 
reproach and infamy of the young Nabob's name; 
fo that, after the rains, he will eafily join the prince 
Wi^h the eflentials of war, which he only wants to 
ha^rafs the provinces five years longer. The young 
Nabob is taken off by aflalhof Jightniirg, and our 
troops are gone into quarters. After having done 
as much, or more than could be expefted from 
men fo wretchedly fupported by thofe very people 
for whofiiprefervation they endured every diftrefs 
and fatigue, and braved variety of deaths. 

The prince has found means to preferve himfelf 
and forces a footing on this fide the Soane, and in • 
the neighbourhood of Patna. It is fafd, Comgar 
Cawn has forfaken the caufe of the prince, which 
appears moft improbable, not only on account of 
his having no other chance for reimburfing him- 
fdf but perfeverance •, but bccaufe we have un- 
doubted intelligence, that three thoufand of his 
troops have lately joined his nephew Aflid Jumma 
Cawn, who has thrown ofi^ his allegiance to the 
Nabob. Thefe troops are, doubtlels, lodged to 
make an early and important diverfioq at the open- 
ing of the next campaign, by entering the Burd- 
wan country as foon as the prince begins to be in 
motion above. And thus our fupplies from thence 
will be again cutofi^, and the Company's affairs be 
reduced to the laft extremity of diftrefs, unlefs the

ISuppofe the Nabob, when he anfwers the let- 
ters I wrote him, will, in confcquence of your 
advice, propofe a meeting : and indeed, I think, 
it highly necc0ary. When fuch a conference is 
refolvcd on, I wul let you know in time to be 
there, and, I think, we fhould find the means of 
removing that want of confidence, which I fee now 
every moment between the Nabob and our gentle- 
men. It is this miftruft that feems to me to be 
in great meafure the c^ufe of all his difficulties 
. and ours. His people flight him, imagining, 
that with us they will be fare to find protedlion ; 
and, on the other hand, thofe with whoni the 
Company have to do, thofe particularly upon 
whom we have afiignments for money, make ufe 
of it as an opportunity of delaying their pay- 
ments, depending on the' Nabob's countenancing 
their backwardnefs.

difturbing the peace of the Soubafliip, which if 
not perfedtly maintained, of confequence , the re- 
venues fuffer The Nabob would not be a 

poorer man by giving us fifty lack per annum^ with 
which he could have abodyof forces that would do 
him fcrvice, and it does notcofthim lefs than that 
fum for maintaining an ufelcfs rabble; but to con- 
vince him to this ftep, there lies the difficulty. 
The colonel's laft letter to him was full of falutary 
inftruftions on this head -, but he is of fo millruft- 
ful a nature, that already our power and influence, 
though meant for his good, gives him pain •, and 
every thing we can propofe, that feemingly tends to

In my two laft letters, I have fpoke fully as to 

.the affairs of this province, and given fuch reafons 
as I had for the appointment of Meer Sidon and 
Rajah Rajebullub ; at leaft, what £ have mofi 
ftrongly urged, and it fcems to be your opinion, 
that no change (hould be made for the prefent. 
The Nabob's ufage to me, in the courfe of this 
aflTair, hath piqued me fenfibly, nor will I let it go 
unnoticed. I do not quarrel with the man for be- 
ing of a different opinion with me, had he inge- 
nuoufly told me fo, for I left all to his choice, and 
only advifed what I thought belt ; but he agreed 
by his letters to all I propofed, allowed it was the 
beft could be done, and approved of all my mea- 
fures, whilft, at the fame time, he was afting di- 
ametrically oppofite, without ever confidering me, 
or the engagements I had entered into upon the 
ftrength of his promifes.

Gentlemen, 

I Am favoured with your's of the twenty-fifth 
ultimo. I am very glad you have taken ftcps 
to fupply us with money \ we have laboured un- 
der great difficulties for want of it, and a fmall 
fupply to the Nabob's troops would have enabled 
RajebuUub to quit this place, who is very anxious 
anddeiirous to get away, and without fome money he 
cannot. He has run the rilque of his lifethef? three • 
days, and I expefted an uproar in the city hourly. 
To day they are fome what quiet, and Ramnaraia 
has fent for fome of the chief commanders to ex- 
poftulate with them, but without fome money fent 
him, he fays, he cannot, nor will not under- 
take to fajtisfy them. 1 have talked to Ramna» 
rain, all in my power, to take the command of 
them, as RajebuUub may go, and I cannot but 
fay he has a great deal of reafon on his fide, they 
are fuch a fet of rabble, and he without money, 
befides his own troops unpaid ^ they will not hear 
reafon ; fome money muft be given immediately, 
and where that is to come from he does not know. 
The Nabob has not wrote to them or RajebuUub, 
and Coffim Aly Cawn to a very few, that they are 
outrageous. They fay, the colonel and Rajebul- 
lub kept them together ; one is gone, and fent 
them no money, and the latter they expedl to make 
their pay good, fo that here is a fine fpotof con- 
fufion. Our army only prevents matters coming 
to extremities. I apprehend, when the prince 
hears all this, we (ball have him move this way. 
Were all thefe troublefome forces joined with him 
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it would be nothing ; but they within and the 
prince without is bad, though^ I hope, as we are 
a little quiet to day, that Raninaram will be ^le 
to work upon them ; Rajebuliub) in thefe mat- 
ters, is a child to the other.

Dated Morad- 
baug, 18 July 1760. 

'Y M gave you the melancholy news of the 

Chuta Nabob's death. It is proper, that 

"now acquaint you with the cdnfcquences of that 
J^veht herie. No fooner was the intelligence pub- 
liftied, than the Seapoys, no longer intimidated by 
the authority of the Chuta Nabob, nor the pre- 
fence of the Englifli forces, which had hitherto re* 
ftrained them from giving fcope to their refent* 
mcnt againft the Nabob, immediately concurred 
to take the advantage, which his grief, and the 
confternation caufed by fo fudden and fatal a ftroke 
afforded them to compel him to pay their long ar- 
rears. They accordingly encompaflfed his palade 
on the fourteenth, in a clamorous manner, but 
proceeded no further than to infult the treafurer 
and other muttafuddies, wh6m they pulled out of 
their palanquins, and treated with Other indigni- 
ties. The fame diforders continued the next day. 

On 
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On the fixtccnth, they aflembled in a large body, 
and ftc^ped up the doors of the palace, fuflFcring 
none to enter, or come out of it. Numbers 
mounted on every wall, not excepting the places, 
held the moft facred, and loaded the Nabob .with 
the moft opprobrious language, threatening him 
with death if their demands were not complied 
with. Such of his courtiers or attendants, as made 
dieir appearance, were affaultcd by fragments 
broke off from the walls, by which feveral perfons 
of diftindion were wounded. This fcene lafted two • 
days, and feemcd to portend the certain deftruc- 
tion of the Nabob, when Coffein Aly Cawn, the 
Nabob's (bn-in-law, by his intcrpoutlon, put a 
ftop to the perfecution, and brought on an ac- 
commodation. The Nabob has promifed to pay 
the full arrears from the lixth fun, arid two half 
months of the prefent year, as foon as it fcall ap- 
pear from the accounts what is due to them. For 
this paynwnt, Coffein Aly Gawn became fecurity, 
and paid them immediately three lacks of rupees 
from his own trealury. This fatisficd the Sea- 
poys, who inftantly retired to their own habita- 
tionsi Though the ftorm is now blown over, yet 
fhould it return again (which is to be apprehended 
from the fmall profpeft there at prefent appears, 
that the Nabob will be able to coUeft fo large a 
fumashehas engaged to difcharge) L much fear 
the confcquences will prove fatal to the Nabob, 
as well from the unrulinefs and difaffeftion of the 
multitude, as from the machinations of his nume- 
rous enemies, with whom it will be no difficulty 
to make thefe the inftrument of his ruin. 

Affid Jemma Cawn, the Rajah of Beerboom, is 
ftffembling forces, and, though no open hoftili- 
ties have been committed by him, it is no lonr 
ger doubted, but his defign is to revolt from the' 
prefent government.

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K — Tranjlation of a Letter from the Nabob t^ 
Major Caillaud. 

Formerly the command of the forces, the go^ 
vernment of the country, the regulating of 
the army, and raifing of troops, were the office 
of the Nabob Nafir-ool-moolk deceafed. At thi& 
time, excepting my beloved fon Meer Mahomed 
Coflein Cawn Bahadre, there is none of my fona 
or brethreft equal to that truft,. and 1 now have 
received greater proofs than ever of his merit. 
For this reafon, 1 have judged my fon aforefaid, 
worthy of and proper for the diredion of all mi- 
litary operations and affairs of the adminiftration^ 
in the fame manner with theNabob Nafir-ool-moolk 
deceafed. I doubt not, that you have the fame opi- 
nion of the qualities and capacity of my fon afore** 
faid ; and thefriendfliip which you entertain for him 
is free from deceit and defign. From the entire 
dependance, which he places upon your eftablifli- 
ed acquaintance and friendftiip, he hopes that yon 
will aflift him on this occaGon, by exerting your 
influence fo effedlually in his behalf, that Mahra- 
jah Ramnarain Bahadre may be entirely pleafecj 
with my faid fon, and maintain a friendly inter-^ 
courfe with him ; that when required he may af-» 
ford the faid Mahrajah his afTiftance and fupport, 
as the late Nabob Nafar-ool-moolk did. By thi^ 
our friendftiip will be daily augmented^ the affair^ 
of the government will profper, and you will do 
me great pleafure.

to Mr. IJolv^cU. Received lo July 1760: 

TH E letter you wrote mc concerning Meer 
Mahomed Coflein Aly Cawn, I have received. 
You acquaint mC) that he is a noble, good, and 
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brave man. Mr. Haftings alfo has wrote me to 
the fame purpofe, and has defircd me, to let him 
fucceed my fon. This rejoiced me much, becaufe 
1 was fcnfible he is highly deferving of my fa- 
vour and friendftiip* I have no friends dearer to 
me than himfelf and family, and Ihould be very 
glad if it was in my power to give it him •, but 
the colonel has wrote me a letter, a copy whereof 
I have inclofed for your pcrqfal, and you will then 
be able to judge, what motive has induced me to 
prefer the Chuta Nabob's fon. 

M' ExtraB of a Letter from the Seleft 

Committee at Calcutta to the Prejident and 
Council of Fort St, George. Dated 28 
July 176Q, 

WE have received your favours of the twelfth 
of June, and feventh of July, and are 
very forry to find, there is a profpcdl of your be* 
ing under the neceflity of raifing the blockade of 
Pondipherry. We flatter ourfelves, however, that 
affairs will take a more favourable turn, and that 
when the expcfted fuccours arrive, you will be 
fully enabled to carry into execution your moft 
fanguine expeftations. We moft ardently wifli it 
were in pur power to aflift you on this important 
occafion with men and money, but fuch is our fi- 
tuation, that notwithftanding our unwearied en- 
deavours, we are not able to efFeft either. The 
Shahzada with his forces had crofled the river 
Soanc, which afforded a profpeft of the Patna 
province being reftorcd to peace, for a few months 
at leaft; but the death of the young Nabob, which 
happened by a flafti of lightning on the eighth of 
July, has encouraged the Shahzada to return with- 
in a few cofe of the city of Patna. Major Cail- 
laud| with our troops and thofc of the Nabob, 
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uoder hi$ commafid, by our latefl: advke^f ivm* 
ID that cityy (b that an aftion may very probaUjf 
eniue. 

Every method has been tried for raiOng a Aim of 
money, as Well for the fupplying your fettkmeat, 
as providing aa inveftment here for the Compttiy. 
The troubles, which have this feaibn continued fi> 
hte in the country, have lb much impeded the col- 
le&ion of our Tuncaws, that for a con(iderable 
time paft we have had Uctle more money in our 
treafury than fufficient to defray the current ex- 
pences of the fettlement. This being the real fi- 
tuation of our affairs, we perfuade ourfdves you 
will be convinced that your not receiving the fup- 
plies you may have expefted from us is not owing 
to any negled in us, as we can, on the contrary, 
aflure you we fhould, upon all occafions, moft 
chearfuUy contribute every thing in our power for 
the good of the fervice in general.

N. B. The amount of this calculation is 
37,50,000 rupees, to which we may add 12 lack* 
for the yearly amount df the lack of rupees per 
month, which the Nabob has ftipukted to pay for 
the field expences of our troops. The whole finn 
will be 49,50,000; of which it is to be obferved, 
that 3 7 lacks were to be paid by the Nabob, and 
therefore could by no means be dq^ended on. The 
remainder is only 1 2,50,0^ rupees, a fom very 
infujfficient for defraying evdn the current expence$ 
of the fetriement. 

Of which it may be computed, that eighteen 
lacks of rupees will be required for the indifpenfi- 
ble charges of the troops, fortifications, &c. for 
twelve months, from the firft of Auguft 1 760, 
to the thirty-firft of July 1761. And the prefident 
reprefents to the board, that the want of money 
upon the coaft began to be very prefling before he 
left it, fo that there feems to be an abfolute and 
immediate neceflity for fending at leaft ten lacks 
to Madras, otherwife the vaft fums already dif- 
burfed there, and all the advantages thereby ac- 
quired 
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quired over the enemy will be loft, at a crtfis too,^ 
when there is great probability of purfuing the blow 
with fuccefs to the utmoft accomplifhment of our 
wilhes, by the reduftion of Pondichcrry. 

Thefe ten lacks for Madras muft therefore be 
made up out of the firft monies that can be got to- 
gether, whether by loan, or from the Nabob's 
Tuncaws and affignments. There will yet ren)ain 
ten lacks out of the before going computation, 
which will ferve to begin upon an inveftment next 
year, if no other urgent occafion fhould demand 
a fupply from it. 

But for the prefent year it is abfolutely impofli- 
ble, unlefs our honourable mafters (hould, con* 
trary to theic laft mentioned intentions, fend us a 
fupply in the expeded fhips. 

Upon the whole, it is the unanimous opinion 
of the board, that it will be moft for the Com* 
pany's intereft, in this cafe of neceflity, to flop 
any further advances on account of this year's in- 
yeftment;

September 1760, 

I Now inclofe you two letters from the Nabob, 
on peruling which you will find* I have not 
been fuccefsful in my application to him for the 
Fougedarry of Chittagong and Sillett. He has 
acquainted me juft now with the rcfult of his con- 
fultation yefterday with his minifters, which is a 
downright refufal, alledging, that thefe two pro- 
vinces he has affigned for the maintenance of two 
of his fons, and Moniloll a<5ls as their Dewan. I 
informed him, that you did not mean that our 
having thefe two countries fliould be any lofs to 
him in his revenues, as we would pay the fame as 
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the prefent polteflbr docs ; yet he feems to thmk, 
that if we have once afaftory at Chittagong, his 
people will be greatly controuled in the tranfac- 
tions in thofe parts. 

P— — Caj^ of the Proceedings at a Committee. 
Prefent Mef Van Sittart, Caillaudj Sum- 
ner, , Hoi we II, and M^Guirc. 11 Sept. 
1760. 

TH E colonel informs the Committee, that 
he left Patna the thirty firft of laft month, 
at which time the prince was atDowdnagore on 
this fide the Soanc} that all the reports of his 
croffing it were over, and that Monfieur Laws 
withMawdarahDowla were preparing to repafs the 
:river, and join him. It was faid, their next mo- 
tion would be towards Comgar Cawn, with whom 
the operations of the next campaign were to be 
fettled. 

Before we rfefolve upon a plan of future opera- 
tions, we will attempt a defcription of the ftatc 
the Company's affairs are now in, and this not to 
be confined to Bengal, but with regard alfo to the 
exigencies of the other fettlements, who are told 
to depend on this for fupplies of money. Our in* 
fluence encreafing from time to time, fince the re- 
volution brought about by Colonel Clive, fo have 
we been obliged to encreafe our force to fupport 
that influence. We have now more than a thou- 
fand Europeans and five thoufand Seapoys, which 
with the contingent expences of an army, is far 
more than the revenues allotted for their mainte- 
nance. This deficiency was not fo much attended 
to whilft the immenfe fums ftipulated by the laft 
treaty were coming in, but thcfe refources being 
now quite exhauftcd, and no fupplies of money 
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coming from Europe^ it become immediately nc* 
ceflary to fecure to the Company fuch an income 
as will bear them clear of tjharges, ^n4 bring ia 
befides a fupply for the emergencies of th^ir othier 
fettlementS) and for providing cargoes for load* 
ing home their fhips. 

The firft queftion then that naturally occurs is 
diis, WKether that great force is wanted ? 

That a lefs force would fecure the fettlement of 
Fort William, with its former bounds^ againft- 
any thing that is now in the country; is not to be 
doubted, but it is as certain, that nothing but that 
influence and weight, wbidi we maintain by the 
largenefs of our force, can poffiUy prevent the 
well-known defigns c^the two principal European 
powers, who have long fliared with us the bene- 
fits of the trade of this country ; . and to this we 
may add, that the nearer we approach to a^ace 
in Europe, the nearer we are to our danger here* 

Thefe confiderations, having their due weighty 
we believe few will difpute the neceflity of keep* 
ing up our prefent force, perhaps augmenting it* 
This granted, it follows, that means mufl^ be 
found within ourielves of fuj^rting the expence^ 
and thefe means can be no other than a propor* 
tionable (hare of the revenues of the country.. 

By the treaty made with the prefent Nabobs he 
is obliged, as often as it may be requifite for our 
troops to take the field, to furnifh a Uck of rupees 
a month for their expence ; but the uncertainty of 
this payment has-been too long experienced to be 
any. more depended on, nor indeed is it by any 
means fuHicient to anfwer the purpofe, fuppofing 
the payment regularly made. It muft therefore 
be propofed to the Nabob, to affign to the Comf 
pany a much lai^r income, and to afiign it in 
fuch a full and ample manner, by giving to the 
Company the fole right of fuc;h diflrids as lt(p moft 
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convenient for our management, diat we may no 
JoGger be tubje<5): to tke ioconveniencies we ex- 
perienced from the lace Tuncaws, being order3 
only on a certain part of the revenues. From the 
cKDerienced weakne& and unfteadinefs of the Na- 
h^ him&lf, and the nature of thofe dependents 
who now rule him, and who by felf4ntere(le4 
yiewft muft naturally oppofe tvtxj iocreafe of oiur 
power, as their own will of courfe be proporiio^ 
nably lefiened, it is to be &ppoied, that fuch ^ 
propo&l would meet with all the difficulties thot 
could poflibly be thrown in our way, Notwithr 
ftanding thefe difficulties we will fuppofc, that wc 
ihpuld have weight enough toaver-rule his caun<- 
fidlors, and to obtain his confent, we then jufl: 
keep our prefent footing. We have a fund for 
paying our troops, an4 thofe troops muft be em- 
pJoyed in the fervice of the Nabob, and thi^ fcr- 
vice, the fame as ibr two years paft, in oppofing 
the Shahzada, whofe defigns on thefe provinces^ 
it is almoft certain will ftili be purfued. 

From the experience of thefe two years, it is 
prQtty clear, that our troops, though vi(5hn-ious in 
the fiild, yet cannot by their fuccefs put an end to 
fhe troubles. The fame caufe which hath prevented 
it before ftiU exift^. The nature cf thofe people in 
alliance with whom we are (o adt, who will not 
purfue the advantages we gain, and we not hav- 
ing the means in our power, for want of a body 
of cavalry under our command. Thus the war 
may be protraded for years to come, and every 
year the Nabob's circumftances are worfe and 
wQrfe, through an increafe of cKpence and lofs 
of revenues, not only by the devaftations which the 
^nemy may mak^, but by the continual defedion 
oi fome of his own rajahs and dependents. Many, 
in the courfe of the two laft years, have declared 
-tbemfelv^i and that others are ripe for doing th/e 
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fame is not to be doubted, particularly the Rajah 
of Beerboom, in a letter the governor lately re- 
ceived from him, has fpoke his fentiments very 
freely. The province of Patna is already fa much 
reduced, by the two campaigns, as to be incapa* 
ble of affording fubfiftance to the prince any long- 
er, who muft always find on the fpot the means 
of carrying on the war, having no refources within 
himfelf, and who confequently muft through ne- 
ceffity attempt next year to penetrate farther into 
Bengal -, and in this he will no doubt be encoura-^ 
ged by the fuccefs, which attended his laft year's 
incurfion as far as Burdwan. 

It is therefore next to be confidered, whether it 
is beft for the intereft of the Nabob, to purfue the 
prefent meafures, by continuing to oppofe the 
Shahzada, or to fupport him in his pretenfions to 
the crown of Delly ? The tWo parties ftill fubfift, 
between whom the throne is difputed, or rather 
who fhall give a king to that throne. One of thofe 
parties has repeatedly invited the Shahzada to him^ 
and it is well known what offers he has made both 
to the Nabob and us for our affiftance. The fame 
reafons may be fuppofed yet to have their weight 
with him, while the difpute remains undecided ; 
and is it not probable, that fuch an affiftance gi« 
ven to the prince, and thrown into Abdalla's fcale^ 
would infure the fuccefs of the enterprize ? The 
immediate confequence of this to Bengal would be 
clearing the country of an enemy, by removing 
the caufe whence all the late troubles and confu- 
fion have arifen ; and if we with reafon flatter our- 
felves we (hould fucceed, what advantages may not 
the Company expeft? 

Suppofing this change of meafures does not ap*- 
pear to the Nabob in the light we have reprefent- 
cd, it is to be confidered, whether the exigencies 
of the Company's affairs before defcribed do not 
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t€quire our forming fuch connexions independent- 
ly of him, as may over-rule the advice and fway 
of his creatures and minifters. 

The unfortunate death of the young Nabob hay- 
*ng created a number, of feparate interefts, which 
it is impoflible %o conciliate to the ^fatisfadlion of 
all,and thereby given the faireft opportunity to any 
other European power to gain a party to fupport 
them in their defigns of eftablifhing an influence 
here, is an inducement to make us follow fuch a 
lyftem as will put this the moft out of their power. 

The (hare of influence we now enjoy in thefc 
provinces, however great in appearance, docs not 
carry with it thofe real advantages and weighty ef- 
fefts which are neceffary not to leave that power in 
danger of being difputed, and of failing us at a 
time when we moft want it, and nothing is more 
probable than that that period will happen on a 
peace. To prevent the evil confequences of this, 
there feems now to ofier fuch an opportunity of 
fecuring to ourfelves all that we could wilh in this 
rdfpeft, as likely may never happen again ; an op- 
portunity that will give us both power and right. 

Another principal moti ve^. that urges us to think 
of changing our fyftem, is the want of moniey ; a 
want that is not cof? fined to ourfelves alone, but 
upon which greatly depend the operations on the 
coaft. The reduction of Pondicherry, and the 
provifion of an inveftment for loading home the 
next year's (hips at all the three prefidencies. 

It is hardly to be doubted, but that the Shah- 
zada would be willing to enter into a negotiation 
with us independent of the Nabob, but fuch a 
meafure would neither be for the intereft nor the 
honour of our nation. Our views in adopting the 
fyftem fliould be direfted rather to ftrengthen thah 
weaken or overthrow the prefent Subah. All we 
defire is, to fee the power removed out of the 
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hands of that fort of men, who now rule and ditt^ 
the affairs of the Nabob, and through Whofe mif- 
managements and frauds, the country and his ad*- 
miniftration fuffer fo confiderably, and to have 
fuch a (hare of power invefted in the Company as 
will enable them to prevcfnt the bad confequences 
of fo many contending intercfts ; will effaSluaUy 
put a ftop to that diffipation of revenues which 
hath reduced the Nabob to his prefent diftrefled 
condition, which revenue, if properly applied, 
would kave him nor us any thing to fear from 
the defigns of any enemy, and effeftually fecure to 
us fuch a fund as would anfwer all our prefent 
prefling exigencies, and in time prove an increafc 
of honour and advantage to the nation and the 
Company.

THE great objcds of our prefcnt delibera*-

And fecondly. The putting an end to the di- 
fliurbances fbn>ented and kept up by the Shah* 
itada in feveral parts of thele provinces, that the 
whole may be united under the Nabob, and he 
put under the more immediate influence of the 
Company^ whoie force is his chief fuppbrt and 
dq[>endence, by this means enabling us to join a 
large body of country troops to our own to op- 
pofe any attempts of European orifpuntry powers.

The prefident 
is accordingly defired to prefs Coflein Aly Cawn 
on the fabjedl of our expences, and our great di- 
ftrefs for money, fo as to draw from ||im fome 
propofal of means for removing thofe difficulties, 
by which poffibly we may be able to form ajudg- 
ment, whether he might not be brought to join

THE prefident acquaints the Committee, that 
in a long convcrfation he had laft night 
with Coflein Aly Cawn, he had an oj^rtunity 
of making fome progrefs towards the difcoveries 
requifite for carrying on the ncgociation propofed 
yefterday ; and that, without letting him know 
any thing of our defign, he had led him to make 
fuch declarations of his defire to have the rule 
over the Nabob, and the general management of 
the affairs of the province, as amount almoft to 
a proof of his readinefs to aft the part intended 
for him. . ' 

' ^ ^ . ^ After 
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After telling him much of our regard, and of 
our opinion of him, as the fitted perfon for con* 
du&ing the great affairs of the Bengal govern- 
ment, I began to make him ftrong reprefentations 
on the fubjedl of the Company's expences ; that 
the immediate charges of the army far exceeded 
t!he fum afligned for that purpofe, which fum ajfo 
was not regularly paid, there being now three or 
four -months arrears -, that befides this he could 
not but be fenfible how much the Company gave 
up in the other parts, for the fake of providing 
for the fecuriry of Bengal, withdrawing their 
forces from the Deccan and Madras, and fending 
continually frefti fupplics from Europe. I repre- 
fent^d to him farther, the great lofs the Company 
had fuflfered by the long continuance of the pre* 
fent war. with theShahzada, and how nfudi it 
was to be wiftied, for the general benefit^ that^an 
end could be put to it, fo as to enable the Nabob 
to reduce his expences, and collefl: his full reve- 
nue$; of which a great part is now loft by the ra- 
vages of the eniemy, particularly the whole pro- 
duce cf the Patna province. ' 

In anfwer to this, Coffein Aly Cawn replied, 
that he has it not at prefent in his power to pro- 
vide in a proper manner for the fupply*of*the 
Company ; that if we could undertal^e to give him 
the general management of the country, by fak- 
ing it out of the hands of thofe who are now en- 
trufted with it by the Nabob, he would then ninke 
fuch aflignments, in favour of the Con^any, as 
Jliould be perfedly to our fatisfaftion. At the 
fame time he infinuated, that this would undoubt- 
edly meet with oppofition at Moorfhedabad, and at 
firft prove very difagreeablc to the Nabob him- 
felf; for which reafon, it would be quite necefia- 
ry to have a force at hand to fupport him. By 
which being enabled, to over- rule the prefent evil

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counfellors of the Nabob, he could anfwcr for 
bringing the Nabob himfclf into fych terms as 
Ihould bt agreed on here,

AS fome days hwt already elapfed fince the 
Prefident, at the defire of the Committee, 
wrote to Mr. Amyatt, of the intended negotia-- 
tion with, the Shahzada, and as one copy of Roy-v 
ddolub's letter to the Prince has been forwarded 
by his own people, we may exped, that within 
fifteen or twenty days from this time, fomething 
of it will tranfpire, and the report fpread tq 
Moorfhedabad. It is not to be doubted, but that 
the Nabob will be extremely alarmed at the firft 
news of it, and that thofe, who now rule him, 
will ufe their influence to encreafe his fears and 
fufpicions, and to make him as averfe as polTible 
to acquicfcing in the meafurcs we propofe to a-- 
dopt, apd to which Coflim Aly Cawn has acceded. 
It will be neceffary, to have perfons commiflioned 
witfi full powers from hence, and that they he 
fuch as will have weight enough on the one part, 
to keep Coffim Aly Cawn firm to the agreement^ 
he has entered into ; and on the other, to fupport 
him fo ftrongly, as to enable hrm to over-rule the 
Nabob, and all his prefent advifers. 

This entire confidence we place in you, em- 
powering you to ad, according to your own dif* 
cfetion, in ^11 circumftances that may occur, and 
the better to enable you to accomplifli our inten* 
tions, and prevent any difturbance, we have 
thought proper to make a detachment of two 
compleat companies of military, a company of 
artillery with four pieces of cannon, and Captain 
Tabbay's battalion of Seapoys, who are to ad 
under your orders. This detachment is repre- 
iented to the Nabob as, defigned to reinforce the 

army 
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army at Patna, but ic is not our intention, that 
they (hall proceed farther than Coffimbazar, 
unlefs the approach of the Burboom, or other 
difaSeded Rajahs, or Jemmadars, ihould make 
it neceffary to fend them out to oppofe them. 

If the affairs of Patna fhould not abfolutely re- 
quire the Colonel's; immediate proceeding therc^ 
we would have him remain at Moorfliedabad tiU 
this affair fliall be fettled there, and the govern- 
ment put under the regulation propofed. In which 
cafe you will pleafe to forward to Mr. Amy^tt the 
general inftrudions of the twenty-fourth and twen- 
ty-flfch, direfted to him and the Colonel, with 
orders to Captain Knox to co-operate with the 
chief of Patna, in the execution of the faid in- 
ftruftions. When the Colonel proceeds toPatna» 
Major Yorke will remain with the command of 
the detachment, and will follow the orders of the 
governor for his further proceedings. 

You will be continually advifed of the news wc 
may receive, and of any alteration that may hap- 
, pen here, in order that you may take the neceffary 
meafures for fending back the detachment, in cafe 
any danger from abroad (hould threaten the fet** 
tlement.

ICame h^e by eafy ftages, in order to give 
time for Coflim. Aly Cawn, as well as the 4c- 
tachment, to arrive before me. 

Yefterday evening I reached this place, and this 
morning the Nabob did me the honour of ^ vifit. 
After the firft ceremonies, he defired a private 
converfation, which he opened by reprcfenting 
the dangerous fituation of affairs at Patna, and 

defiring 
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defiling the Colonel might be fent back with all 
poffible expedition. Tl^i^S^^^ i^ (he opportu- 
nity of piduring to hi(|^ t^ general weak condi* 
ticm bf nts government, ocqifioned not fo much 
by the want of means in the country, as by the 
abufe and evil adminiftration of tbofe to whom he 
had entruiled the management i that the Colonel's 
going to Patna, without a large fupply of money, 
would be of no ufe ; and that it is not by tempo- 
rary remittances of fbrty or fifty thoufand rupees 
that the prefent confufioti can be remedied, or his 
afiairs carried on in future, but by fdme general 
regulation, which may tfive more cdhfidcnce to 
his officers and troops. 1 defcribed every thing in 
the word light I could, in hopes that, by magni- 
fying his difficulties, I might bring him more 
eafilv to confent to thofe meafures \vHbich we have 
reibived on. This fecmed to operate in the manner 
I could wifh. He faid more than ortcfi', that he 
would gladly follow any advice 1 (hould propofe 
to him, defired that I would confider the matter 
fully between this and to-nK>rrow evening, and 
vpromifed on his part to do the fame, and that ht 
would then meet xfit at Moradbaug, and come 
to fuch determination as I fhall approve. 

Upon the whole, I have great hopes I (h^ll be 
able to obuin the propofcd advantages for the 
Company. Obtain them, indeed, I will at all 
events ; but I hope, and much with, to get it 
done without exerting any force.

are found of paying fome money to the Nabob's 
troops. The Nabob's not writing himfclf, after 
repeatedly preffing us to do it was very extraor- 
diniary ; however, I ^m not forry at this time to 
have lb ftriking an inftance to orge of the wcakncfs 
andunftcadinefs of his prefent government.

Dated Moradbaug, 21 Oft. 176a. 

Gentlemen, 

THE governor wrote you yefterday of the af» 
fairs here being fettled to the Company*s 
advantage. We (hall now have the honour to 
acquaint you with the ftepsby which we advanced 
to this point of fuccefs. „,,.., ..GooglP'^ 
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The Nabob's vifit to the Governor at Coflim- 
bazar the fifteenth of the month, as well as that 
we paid him the next day in return, pafled only 
in general converfation. The eighteenth, he 
came here to talk upon buHnefs. In order to 
give him a clear and full view of? the bad ma- 
nagement of his minifters, by which his own af- 
fairs as well as the Company*s are reduced to 
fo dangerous a date, and the inhabitants in ge* 
neral to want and mifery, we had prepared three 
letters, which after ^ Ihort and friendly intro- 
dudion, the Governor delivered to him, and of 
which tranflations are hereunto ' annexed under 
No. I, II, and III. 

The Nabob feemed much afFefted by the peru- 
lal of the letters, but endeavoured more to put 
an end to the conference, than to propofe a re- 
medy to the evils. We however prevailed on 
him to fend for his dinner to Moradbaug, and itx 
a manner infilled on his coming to fome deter- 
mination for the immediatte reform of his govern- 
ment. At length, he confeflcd himfelf thro' age 
and grief incapable alone of ftruggh'ng againft fo 
many difficulties, and defired he might have time 
to confult with his friends. We told him, the 
meni with whom he had lately advifed, were not 
his friends, but his greateft enemies ; that bis re- 
turning again, in the midft of rhem, would only 
be the means of augmenting his difficulties ; that 
he had much better take the aOiftance of one from 
among his relations, on wh^fe attachment and 
fidelity he might more fafely rely. He hamed 
five or fix, and among them Coffim Aly C^wn 5 
we alked him, which of th^ number was moft 
fit to affift him in his prefent exigencies ? Hq 
replied, without any heut^tion, that Coffim Aly 
Cawn was the moft proper, Neverthelefs it was 
with the utmoft difficulty we could prevail on 
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hitn to fend for him, and fo very late, that be- 
fore Coffim Aly. Cawn could arrive, the old Na- 
bob wa4 to cxtrenidf ^ fm^vicd^ and in fuch a 
ftate of i&cty, tbSt ^ccfjild not rcfufc his re- 
turn home to take ^is refF. 'We were convinced, 
indeed, th^t it wouw pei'it^ no purpofe to keep 
him 'y for fuch was the jcilotlfy he difcovcred with 
re^^rd to Coffim AI^^ Cavrn, that we faw he ne- 
wr would confent, withdut' fonrjt fort of force, to 
givp the other the means of rcftoring order to his 
affairs. , All hour or two after the Nabob's de- 
parture^i Coflim Aly Cawn arrived, and feemed 
to Ipe <xtremely apprehenfive, that the Nabob, 
inftead 6f trufting him with the management of 
his aff^cs^. would endeavour, by fome means or 
.other, to, get rid of him. We agreed therefore 
in opinion with him, that he fhould not go to the 
Nabob's Koufc, until meafures were taken for his 
fecurity. We refolved, however, to give the 
Nabpb the next day (the nineteenth) to refledt 
upon the letters beforemendoned, in hopes, that 
he would propofe fome means of regulation. Wc 
heard nothing from him all day, but found by 
our intelligence, that he had been in council with 
his old advifers, Keeniran, Moonilaul and Che- 
con, whofe advice, wewcrefure, would be con- 
trary to the welfare of the country in general, 
and that of the Company in particular. We de- 
termined, therefore, to aft immc;fiiately upon the 
Nabob's fears. There could not be a better op- 
portunity than the night of the nineteenth af- 
forded, it being the conclufion of the Gentoo 
feaft, when all the prin(;ipal people of that caft 
would be pretty well fatigued witn their ceremo- 
nies. We determined, therefore, that Colonel 
Caillaiid with the two companies of Military and 
fix cooiipanies of Seapoys fliould crofs the river, 
between three and four in the morning, and hav- 
ing 
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ving joined Coflim Aly Cawn and bis piopfei 
inarch to (he Nabob's palace, and furround itjuft 
at day-break, being eztrentielj defirous to pre«^ 
vent any difturbance, or bloodftied. The Gover«^ 
nor wrote a letter to the Nabob, (the tranflatkxi 
of which is annexed. No. IV.) and deliver^ it to 
the Colonel <o fend it to him, at fuch time, as. he 
Ihould think nioft expedient. Meafores vrere at 
the fame time taken, for feizing the perfons of Kee^ 
niram, Moonilaul, and Checon, our intention be- 
ing only to remore thofe three unworthy mini- 
fters, and place Coffim Aly Cawn in the fuU 
management of all the affairs, in quality of de- 
puty and fucceflbr to the Nabob. The Go9tmot 
remained at Moradbaug, in readinefs to pay a 
vifit of congratulation to the Durbar, as foon as 
Che point (hould be fettled. 

The neceflary preparations being accordingly 
made, with all the care and fecrecy imaginable, 
the Colonel embarked with the troc^s, joined 
Coflim Aly Cawn, without the leaft idarm, and 
marched into the court-yard of the palace^ juft 
at the proper inftant. The gates of the inner 
court being (hut, the Colonel formed his men 
without, and fent the GoyerncMr's letter to the 
Nabob, who was at firft in a great rage, and 
long threatened he would make what refiftaooe 
he could, and take his fate. The Colonel for- 
bore all hoftilities, and feveral meliages paiTed by 
Che means of Mr. Mailings and Mr. Lufhington, 
whofe fcrviceson this occafion deferve notice* The 
affair remained in this doubtful ftate about two 
hours, when the Nabob finding his perfilting was 
to no purpofe, fent a n>e0age to Coffim Aly Cawn, 
informing him, he was ready to fend him the 
fcals, and alt the en%ns of dignity, and to order 
the Nabit to be ftuck up in his name, provided 
he would agree, to take the whole charge of the 
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government upon htm, to difcharge all the ar- 
rears due tothetroopS) to pay the ufual revenues 
to the king, to fave his life and honour, and to 
give him an allowance fuffictent for his mainte- 
nance. All thefe conditions being agreed to, 
Colfim Aly Cawn was proclaimed, and the old 
Nabob came out to the Colonel, declaring, that 
he depended on him for his^ life \ and the troops 
then took pofleifion of all the gates, and notice 
was fent to the Gorernor, who came immediate- 
ly, and the old Nabob met him in the gate-way, 
aiking if his pcrfon was fafc, which fecmed now 
to be all hh concern. The Governor told him, 
not only his pcrfon was fafe, but his government 
too if he pleafed, of which it never was intended 
to deprive him. The Nabob a!ifwered, that he 
had 00 more bufinefs at the city, that he (houtd 
be in continual danger from Coflim Aly Cawn, 
and that if he was permitted to go and live at 
Calcutta, he fhould be extremely happy and con- 
tented. Though we could not help lamenting his 
fudden fall, we were not forry for this propofal, 
as the affairs will • doubtlefs be better managed 
without him, and the advantages ftipulated for 
the Company be obtained without the leaft diffi- 
culty or delay. Coffim Aly Cawn was accord- 
ingly fcated on the throne, and we paid him our 
congratulations in the ufual form. All the Jcm- 
roaders, merchants and others, refiding in the 
city, came immediately, and made their acknow- 
ledgments to the new Subah, and in. the evening 
every thing was as perfeftly quiet as if there had 
be«i no change. The people in general fcem 
much pleafed with this revolution, and we are 
particularly happy in its having been brought 
about, without the leaft difturbance in the town, 
or a drop of blood ^i^ 

The 
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The advantages to the Company are great in^ 
deed. The Phirmauns for the countries of Burd-^ 
wan, Midnapoor, and Chittagong, we (hali re- 
ceive immediately, as well as that for half of the 
Chunam produced at Sillet. A very fcvere order 
has already been ifTued, forbidding all the (hroffs 
and merchants to refufe the Calcutta Siccas, or to 
afk any Batta on them* A fupply of money will 
be fent with the Colonel for the payment of the 
troops at Patna, and we have even fome hopes of 
obtaining a prefent of , three or four lacks befides, 
to fend down to Calcutta to help out the Com- 
pany in their prefent occafions tnere, and at Ma- 
drafs. The former ballance is to be paid month- 
ly to the old Nabob*s Kiftbundy. 

We are the mort pleafed with this fortunate 
event at this time, when the approach of peace 
in Europe gives us reafon to fear the other Eu- 
ropean nations will find leifure to difturb us here* 
We (hall have now ftrong refources within our- 
felves, and an ally whofe attachment to the Com- 
pany may be depended on. ' The old Nabob 
could by no means be relied on for fuch an occa- 
fion. Both his means and defire of fupporting us 
were very uncertain, as his behaviour in the Dutch 
troubles evinced. 

The old Nabob did not think himfelf fafe even 
for one night in the city. Coflim Aly Cawn fup- 
plied him with boats, and gave him leave to take 
away as many of his women as he defired, a;nd a 
rcafonable quantity of cloaths and jewels. Wc 
furniftied him with a ftrong efcort of Europeanjr 
and Seapoys, and intended to lodge bicn at Hee- 
rogeel ; but he would not truft himfelt there, and 
begged he might fleep in his boats cU^e to Mo* 
radbaug, which he did accordingly. We fliaft 
take care, that Coffim Aly Cawi^i provides every 
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thing thit is convenient and handfome for hlm- 
felf and his women, and fettle upon him a fuf- 
ficient allowance for his maintenance, and then 
difpatch him with a ftrong efcort to Calcutta. You 
will pleafe to provide two houfes for his reception ; 
there are two belonging to Subiram Byfauc and 
Raulbery Sect, which theRoyroyan occupied when 
he was at Calcutta j if thefe can be got, wejudge 
they will anfwer very well. 

His legitimate wife, called the Begum, the mo- 
ther pf the deceafed Cbuta Nabob, and of Coffim 
Aly Cawn's wife, refufed to accompany the old 
Nabob, with whom, (he fays, (he has not been 
in good harmony for a long time paft, that fhe 
is very glad the government is put into fuch good 
hands, and that Ihe (hall live much happier with 
her daughter and fon- in-law. 

- The old Nabob is now pretty eafy, and feems 
to be reconciled to the lofs of a power, which he 
owns to have been rather a burthen than aplea- 
fure, and too much for his abilities to manage 
fince the death of his fon , and the enjoyment of 
the reft of his days in fecurity, under the Engli(h . 
pfotedipn, feems to be the chief objefl: of his 
wi(hes.

WHEN t was at Madras, Colbnel CUve 
frequently wrote to mc upon the ft^te of 
tUe affairs of this country, and told me, that 
whenever he quitted this country to return to 
Europe, he would procure nay appointment to 
t^e government. The friendfhip and conneftions 
between your Excellency and the Colonel are weil . 
. ^ ^ . ICf known 
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known to me, and I hoped to have found all af- 
fairs carried on entirely according to the treaty; 
bat what I oblerved upon n>y arrival, I fliall now 
lay before you panicularly. 

I. The Englifh forces, who are employed in 
your fervice, and in the fupport of your govern* 
ment at Patna, are kept without their pay. 

II. The forces of the government, who are fta- 
tioned in thofe parts, are difcontented and difaf- 
feded to the fervice for want of their pay. 

HI. The Seapoys of Moorfhedabad had fuf- 
rounded your palace, in a tumultuous manner, 
for the arrears of their pay, and endangered your 
life ; how deeply I was afffe6ked cannot be ex* 
preiled ; G o d is witnefs what I felt on that 
occafion. 

IV. I plainly perceived, that the minifters of 
this court, from their covetous and bafe difpofir 
tions, had fet alide all juftice, were plundering 
the poor without caufc, and doing what they 
pleafed, not even with-holding their hands from 
the llves^ of the people, deftroying the fubjefts, 
and bringing ruin and defolatibn on the country. 

V. The fcarcity of provifions, &c. is fo great 
as was never before known in this country, info- 
much that the people of all degrees are in the 
gfeateft diftrefe. This can be owing to no other 
caufe but the bad management of your minifters. 

VI. Formerly, at the defire pf the Englifli 
Company, a mint was eftablifhed in Calcutta, 
and it was your order, that the Siccas of Cal- 
cutta, of the fame weight and finenefs as the Sic • 
cas of Moorfhedabad, fhould pafs for equal vap 
lue. Notwithftanding your Perwanah for the 
enforcing this grant, the officers of the pro- 
vinces have not fufFcred them to pafs, but, con- 
trary to your order, require and infift on a Batta 
fn the Siccas 

yil. The 
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VII. The war with the Shahzada ftill conti- 
hue9^ notwithftanding the fums expended, and 
ihe endeavours of the Englilh forces. This af- 
fair is yet no nearer to a conclufion than the firft 
day. Excepting the fort of Patna, no part of 
the Bahar province remains in your pofleflion. 
AHthe land^ and villages are in a date of ruin^ 
and the Zemindars in every place arc ready to 
join the Shahatada^s army, as appears from the 
leuer to me to this purpofe from Beerboom* 
From thefe circamftances it evidently appears to 
me, that all thefe difficulties came tp pafs after 
the daath of your fon> the late Chuta Nabobw 
From whrch? time, che minifhsrs of your govern-^ 
meM^ regarding only their own intereft, negleft 
the good of the country^ and the welfiireofyour 
fubje^, md emfJoy themfelves in oppvtSing the 
poor, in r^ine, violence, iiyuftice, and iniqui- 
ty* Wbcft I' faw che affairs of tiie Sircar in the 
kinds of hch faichlefs and unworthy men, and 
cxrery thing tending ftill further to ruin, 1 lifted 
up my eyes to heaven, ami bewsukd my ftrange 
fate, tim IVovidence fhould fend me into this 
country ac fbch a time, and in the midft of fuch 
calamities, when the dignity of the Nabob, the 
reputation of the Com^pany, awd the profperity 
c# the country are alnyDfl- expired. After long 
confideration, I concluded, that I would make 
one vigorous trial immediately to remedy all thefe 
evils, hoping by Goo^s affiftance to furmount all 
difficulties. For this reafon, I am come with 
great joy into your prefence, and am happy in 
paying you my refpefts.

THE minifters that are about your perfon, 
and who tranfaft your bufinefs,- are people 
that are wavering and changing in their councils, 
as is evident from the Perwanah jou frequently 
fent me, complaining of the bad conduft and 
wicked intentions of Mahrajah Rajebullub, in- 
fifting upon his being recalled by fome means 
or other. The Colonel, confidering the fituation 
of affairs, at that time, recommended Rajebullub 
to you ; and you fent me a copy of his recom- 
mendation in a letter, which you did me the ho- 
nour to write. to me, and faid, you was furpriz- 
cd, that the Colonel would recommend ^ man fo 
very unfit for every bufinefs. You alfo fent me 
word by the Nabob Meer Mahomed Coflim Cawn, 
and theRoyroyan, that the bufinefs of the moft 
confequence was to get Rajebullub down from 
Patna; I therefore, agreeably to your defire, 
wrote to Mr. Amyatt to fend him down. God 
only knows what counfel your minifters gave, that 
the Perwanah was deferred being fent j but that 
is the true caufe of the troubles now at Patna. 
Jt is a known maxim, that a government, where 
the counfels change every day, cannot be well re- 
gulated.

As the difturbances 
in the country have increafed ev^ry day ;, for that 
reafon large fums have been expended in bringing 
foldiers from Europe and Madras^ and inraifing 
Seapoys. On thi^ account, a lack of rupees is by, 
no means fufficient. Let your Excellency duly 
refle6t, that your own Seapoys, irt tjie tifne of 
extremity, preferring their own fafety, have join- 
ed with the forces of the enemy ; and the Englifh 
forces, devoted entirely to your fervice, and the 
dettruftion of yourenemies, never werfe guilty C5f 
fuch a condu<5t, nor ever will be •, and by the 
bleffing of Gop wherever the Englifh ftandard 
has been fixed,they ha<^e always proved victorious* 
JJpon this account, it is by no means becoming 
your wiidom to negleft fuch brave men> or to 
deny them their due rewards. It js necefTary, 
that for this bufmefs your Excellency grant the 
Englifti Company certain lands fufficient for th« 
pay of the troops, the expences of the artillery^ 
and the provifion of ftores, &q, that without any

I Have been waiting all this day iti estpeftation, 
that you would have fettled fonpie of the weigh* 
ty and urgent affairs, upon which I yefterday con- 
ferred with you, and that yotj would have ac- 
qt}aint€d me with your determina^Ofi ; but you 
have not favoured me with any anfwer concern- 
ing them. From hence it plainly appearSjj tha^ 
as long as thofe evil counfellors remaia ^bout 
your perfon, whatfoeVer I may reprefent t6' you 
for your prolperity and welfare, and the good of 
the country, wif| h^ve no effeft. The folly of 

thofe 
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•thc£e people will fbon deprive you of your gover^- 
menc, and prove the ruin likewlfe of the Compa- 
ny *s affairs. I have judged it improper, that fuch 
evils and difgrace Ihould be brought upon us for 
the fake of two or thre^ men.

TH £ old Nabob fet out this morning for Cal- 
cutta, efcorted by a company of Europeans, 
and one of Seapoys, under the command of Cap* 
tain Robcrtfon. I mentioned, in my letter laift 
night, that he would be glad to remain at Chit- 
pour, until the houfes are repaired for his recep- 
tion.

the allowance of one iack per months fttpulated 
to be paid by the Nabob for the expences of the 
army m the field maft be reckoned from the firft 
of December 1759* to the thirtieth of September 
1760, being ten months, or ten lacks of rupees, 
or which nine and a haif lacks have been paid, 
including the two lacks bcforementioned ; the re- 
maining half lack the Nabob will remit to the 
Colonel. 

This done, all the futnre demands of the army 
BWjft be 'fappHed by the Company. We have ei*- 
S^g^d Juggutfeet to take all opportunities that 
may offer, of advancing money at Patna, to re- 
ceive it again at Calcutta, for a premium of t^wK> 
per Cent. 

TheColonel will do all that he poffibly can, con- 
fiftcntly with the good of che fervice, to make the 
fexpehces of the army light. Indeed, it is not only 
with this view, but for many otherurgent confide- 
tiaitions, much to.be wiihed, that an end could be 
put to the war with the Shahzada.We might aimoft 
fay, that it is abfolutely neceflary, for the pay of 
Che troops in the armies of the late Chuta Nabob, 
and of Ranmarain, amount to fo impenfe a fuoi 
monthly, that the revenues of the three provinces 
would ^arce be fuffident fully to anfwer it. Not* 
withftandirig therefore, the fum now fent by the 
Nabob, and all the future fupplies, he may be 
able to furnifti, the arrears can never be paid off, 
tut, on the contrary, muft continue growii^. 

For a,diforderfo dcfperate, what remedy is to 
be found ? The moft we can hope is, to palliate 
«nd prevent its increafe, and endeavour, in the 
mean time, to bring our bufinefs to a conclufion. 
The Colonel, upon his arrival at Patna, will im- 
mediately take the field, and feek the Shahzada, 
to obiige him, ^ther to come to terms of aocom-

judge, how far fuch a ftep was neceffary, but 
thinks, that, in an affair of fuch immediate con- 
fequence to the Company's eftatcs in thefc parts, 
the moft mature confideration of the whole board 
Jhouldhave been firfl had; that a treaty executed 
in the moft folemn manner fubfifted between Meer 
Jaffier and Us, the moft faithful adherence to 
which, as well as all other our engagements, has 
preferved that influence and power we have main- 
tained ever fince the recapture of Calcutta, a 
fteadinefs to which treaty made the Britiih ad- 
mired, nay even courted by everyprince through- 
out thefe provinces, and has ever been fatal to the 
Prince apparent of the Empire, and many other 
difturbers, who have hitherto weakly endeavoured 
to engage us to break through thofc folemn ties 
we were fworn to. As this fudden change muft 
alarm every one to find us fo unexpeftedly break- 
ing through all our engagements, \yhich were fo 
publick, reputable, and to the honour of the na- 
tion, he cannot be * blamed as a member of the 
board for exprefling his diflatisfadtion at being 
made a cypher of in fo critical a concern. 

Regarding thefe objeftions, as chiefly to have 
proceeded from thofe gentlemen, not being fully 
acquainted with the motives of the Scledt Com* 
mittee's refolutions, the Prefident only n^ade the 
following reply.

The reafon, why the whole council was not 
before informed, was, that it was an affair that 
abfolutely required fecrecy, and it is exprcfly for 
the condutSk of fiich affairs, that the Court of 
Dire6torsr has thought proper to appoint a Seledk 
Committee. To the fecrecy, which Was obferv- 
ed, may, in great meafure, be attributed the 
Ipeedy and eafy fuccefe which attended the exe- 
cotion, and the preventing all difturbance and- 
lofs of blood. 

Dl,— — Co^ of a Memorial on the SubjeB of 
the Revolution in the Bengal Government ^ in 
the Tear 1760. 

THE Nabob JaifHer Aly Cawn was of a tam- 
per extremely tyrannical and avaritious, and 
at the fame time very indolent ; and the people 
about him being either abjed flaves and flatterers, 
or elfethe bafe inllrurpents of his vices, there was 
na chance of having the affairs of the^overnment 
properly conduced, but by their removal. He at- 
tributed all the ill fuccefe of his affairs to imagi- 
nary plots and contrivances, and facrificcd lives* 
without niercy to the cxcefs of his jealoufy. Num- 
berlefs are the inftances of men of aH degrees, 
whofe blood he Ipilt without the Icaft affigned 
reafon. To learn the names and circomftances 
of all thefe fuffcrcrs would be a work of time,^ 

but 
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but fome of the moft ftriking examples are thefe* 
following. 

Coja Haddce, the firft Buxy, firft banifhcd fbr 
a pretended confpiracy again ft the Nabob*s life, 
and afterwards cut oW at Shabad in his march oue 
of the province. 

Meer Cazim, the fccond Buxy, invited by the 
Chuta Nalx)b to his houfe, and, after having re- 
ceived from him unufual marks of affet^ion, 
afiaflinated at the gates of the palace. 

Abdal Ohab Cawn murdered at the Rumna, 
in the month of March ty^^ by fome of the 
Hircarahs belonging to Checon, who way-laid 
him for that porpofe, by the Nabob's ofders. 

Ylr Mahmud, formerly irf great favour with 
the Nabob Serajah Dowla, and fince I>ogaof the 
Emarut, flain in theprelenceof the Chuta Nabob, 
in the month of April 1760. 

Gaflfeeca Begum^ widow of the Nabob Shaha- 
mut Jung. 

Emma Begum, mother to the Nabob Serajah- 
DowIa« 

Murada Dowla, the fon of Padiha Couli Cawn> 
adopted by Shahamut Jung. 

Lutfen Niffa Begum, widow of the Nabob Se- 
rajah Dowla. 

Her infant daughter by Serajah Dowla. 

The five unhappy fuffcrcrs, mentioned laft, 
perifhed all in- one night at Dacca, about: the 
month of June 1760, where they had been de- 
tained prifoners, fince the accdSion of Jaffier 
Aly Cawn to the gorvemment. A Perwana was 
fent to Jcfsarut Cawn, the Nabob of Dacca, 
to put to death all the furvivors of the family of 
the Nabobs, Aliverde Cawn, Shahamut Jung, 
and Serajah Dowla ; but, upon his declining to- 
obey fo cruel an order, the mcflcnger, who had

Exefctitions of this kind had made the Nabob 
the dread. Or the deteftation of: all gbod^* metr, 
and he nedeflkrily becanae apriiy to.people^of = 
mean cxtraftion and abjeft dirpdGfiohsl-'^b 
knowing, that* a government (o rriar^ged c!di[rtd 
not ftand long, fought only to'inak^e'ttifffllHV^ 
rich by oppreffions of all forts upon -'the <:6mttY 
and inhabitants. To the heavy- tExe9,\-lafd '-By 
them on the markets, is afcrtbed the pt^fe^rir nti- 
ufual (carcity and dearnefs of provMions arlHd 
city, the capital of a country once cfteemed thii 
moft plentiful in the world. The perforts, %hd 
have had the chief fliare in this bad management, 
areKeeneram, Monilol, and Chccon, * all of low 
birth ; and the two firft the menial fervants of 
Jaffier Aly Cawn, before he came to the Suba- 
Aip, Thefe managed fo as to engage him con- 
tinually in idle or vicious amufements, keejping 
him; by^hat means, in utter ignorance of Ins 
affairs, and in a ftate of indifference as to their 
fuccefs. No money came into his trcafury, atth? 
fame time npthing was paid to his army, info- 
much that his troops mutinied, and furrounded 
his palace, in a tumultuous manner, threatening 
to take away his life, which they would certainly 
have done, had not his fon-in-law, the prefent 
Nabob Coflim Aly' Cawni becorpe anfweraMe, 
and paid them a very large fum out of Ms own 
treafury. This happened laft June, and.- if the. 
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tratninent dangert with which his perfpn was 
threatened^ oft this occafioo, awakened him for 
a' moment^ no (boner w^ ic ren[K>ved again to ^ 
dift^nce than he fell baek into the lethargy, which 
had fo long pofleffed him. The fame unworthy 
miniftcrs remained ftill his only counfellors, and 
continued in the management of his affairs to the 
laft day of his adminiftration, which he left-in fo 
confufed and impoverifhed a {late, that, in all 
human appearance^ another month could hardl]^ 
have run through, before he would have been 
c:ut off by his own Seapoys, and the dity have 
become a fcenc of plunder and diforder, the Na- 
bob having made no farther provifion for the 
payment of the afrears due tq his people, after 
Coilim Aly Cawn had freed him from his former 
extremity. This danger he could not but fore- 
fee, and more than once declared his apprehen^ 
(Ions of it, yet had not the power to exert the 
necefiary means for preventing it, but funk the 
deeper into dejeftion. 

Befides this inteftine dagger, to which the go- 
vernment was jgcpofed, two armies were in the 
field, and waiting only the fair weather to ad- 
vance \ the Shahzada towards Patna, and the 
Beerboom Rajah towards Moorfhedabad the ca- 
pital. The R^ahs of Biffenpoor, Ramgur, and 
the other countries bordering upon the mountains^ 
were ready to (hike off their dependence, and 
had offered confiderable fupplies to the Beerboom 
R«ah. The Rajah of Curruckpoor had commit- 
ted open hoftilities, and taken poileilion of all the 
country about Banglcpoor, which entirely flopped 
the communication between the two provinces on 
that fide of the river. In a word, the whole 
country (cemed quite ripe for an univerfa! revolt, 
thoTe parts only excepted, whofe natural weaknefs 
or mighbottrhood with the city, intimidated them

ceive fo few have fubfcribed their aiTent thereto, 

I have nothing farther at prefent to obferve to 
ypu, but that you can never c^ligff a gentleman to 
do what he thinks unjuftor unreafonable, fo long 
as he has it in his option to quit the fervice, and it is 
a fortunate circumftance we have this in our power 
in a part of the world, where, by reafon of the 
extreme diftance from redrefs, we are expofed to 
&ch frequent ill treatment as I in particdar have 
experienced, and from no other demerit that I am 
confcious of, but having been impolite enough to 
declare my difapprobation of the late meafures. 
Yet in this I am not fiogular, as I verily believe, 
if the whole Bpard could be aflcmbled (as in af- 
fairs of fuch importance it feeras abfolutely rcqui- 
fitfj that they {hould, or at leaft their opinions be 
collefted) theMlft if^ot the majority, would be 
found to concur with me in fentiment!

We think fuch their 
caution very judicious, and that nothing but j^a^r 
loufy and ill-will between the Nabob andthe Com- 
pany can be the confequcncc of our interfering in 
the fupport of any Zemindar, or other perfon 
holding office, grant, or authority under the go- * 
vernment. It is exprefly contrary to our engage- 
ments with the Nabob, and befides muft end in 
the ruin of the perfon fo protefted, who prefum-' 
ing on our interpofition throws off his refped for 
bis mafter, and confequently Ihuts up all the ways 
of accommodation. Every one that has been ad- 
mitted under fuch proteftion,' from the beginning 
of Jaffier Aly Cawn's government, may be quoted 
as an inftance of the truth of this obfervation. We 
injoin you therefore not to interfere, direftly or in-. 
dire6lly,in any of the affairs of the country govern- 
ment, or the people belonging to it ; but when 
the Nabob applies to you fOr the affiftance of any 
of our forces to be fent to any part of the coun- 
try under his jurifdiftion for the execution of any 
fervice, you are to take the opinion of the officer 
commanding our troops, whether the force under 
his cornmand is fufficient fox the execution of thq 
fervice propofed, or what part of it is requifite to 
be fcnt.

YOUR Excellency's letter, inclofing a letter 
of Mr. George Gray, and the copy of one 
from Meer Sheer* Aly Cawn, I have read with 
great pleafure, and have undcrftood all the parti- 
culars. I have before this repeatedly rcprefcnted 
to you the complaints which have been made to me 
againft the Zemindars of Purnea. Now Mr. 
Gray's leuer has clearly proved the infolence of 
the Zemindars, and the juftice of my complatntfr. 
It is faft, that the infolence of the Zemindars and 
officers in every quarter exceeds all bounds, and that 
the Company's bufinefs has been entirely obftruft- 
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cd and ruined. It appears from Mr. Gray, that 
he complained to Sheer Aly Cawn twice or thrice 
againft the Zemindars, but receiving no anfwer 
nor rcdrefs, he was under the neceffity of taking 
fuch meafures.

YOUR letter I have received. You write,

^' to forbid his officers to ftop any goods of the 
** Gomaftahs in Purnea/* 

I have juft received intelligence, that you have 
fent a large force, and carried off a colledlor of 
the government who was at Punohmahla in the 
diftrifts of Mongheer.

to aflift them. I before wrote to the Bengal Fou- 
gedars and others not to impede the Company's 
bufinefs in any refpeft, and to advife you of any 
thing that came before thehl. I am at a great dif- 
tance 5 therefore (hould any thing happen,, write 
to theFongedars and others, and they will aft as 
fhall moft tend to beftcfit the Company's trade and 
the bufinefs of my Subadarry,

Dated 4 Feb. 1762. 

EOU R gurries before night, two or three com- 
panies of Seapoys and Europeans with their 
^gage paffed by land through the Kella by the 
eattern gate, God knows what is the defign, and 
whither they are going. In confequence thereof 
Sedderam the Dewan of Goor^heen Cawn, (Coja 
Gregore) came to the Mharajah, and they have 
been fitting together for two hours in clofe debate 
upon this matter. The Mharajah has ftriftly en-- 
joined Laal. . . . and Rambukfh and the other Ha- 
zarees and the Tclingas (Seapoys) ofGoorgheen 
Cawn, not to admit any European orEngliftiSea-

SHujan Singi the NaibatMongheer, has wrote 
to Seedaram, tbe Naib of Coja Gurgheen, that 
fomc time agp the Seapoys furrounded the Fort, 
but not fucceeding,tbey wentto two gardens which 
are near the Fort to the northward and fouthward, 
and from thence to Seecacoon (which Is fituat^ 
near the river) wherotbey yet remain, Sbujan Sing 
reprefented to them, that there were no Europeans 
in the Fort, and carried two of their own people 
into It, and (hewed them every place about ^t, and 
though no Europeans were to b^ found, they were 
jiot fatisficd, but wanted to fend two fergeantaf ; 
but Shujan Sing, apprehending they might have 
ibme view, would not permit the fergeants to en- 
ter the Fort. . On this account I fentto Mr. Ellis, 
through the means of Golaum Mahomed Cawrr to 
know, why they adcd in this improper manner i 
and that at feverai times he was difpatchine many 
Europeans and Seapoys from Patna towards Mong- 
heer Fort, on which account the inhabiitants were 
much terrified, and had run away» that thofe who 
lived round Mongheer were drove to great diftrefs^ 
and the Zemindars feeing all this, were dilatory 
^ ,in t>aying the revenues, and defiringto know what 
"were his intentions j that it was better for him to 
recall his people ; and if after enquiry the Euro- 
peans fhould be in the Fort, 1 would get them. 
Mid deliver them up. Mr. Ellis anfwercd plain,- 
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ly i « 'TUI the (crgcarits go into the Fort I wUI 
« not recall the mert.*^ I apprehend, he will 
fliCNttly fend niore people.

YOUR Excellences Pcrwana fignifyinfo that 
formerly Mr. Ellis wrote, and now Mr. Van 
Sittart has written alfo, that when theCorr^)any of 
Seapoys went towards Mongheer, I gave a letter 
in the name of Shujan Sing, the Naib of that 
{dace, for the fearch and examination of the faid 
Fort ; that your Excellency is amazed at thli in* 
formation ; that I never cave you the Icalt notice 
of this affair ; and that I ihould inform yoo ^tly 
of the truth of this matter \ I have received wim 
pleafure. ' 

I know not in truth any thing of this affair, nel- 
'tfier did any peribn ever aemana, or 1 write fuch a 
letter. Had any fuch demand been made, what 
eould have induced me to have given fuch a let- 
ter ? Or had there been an abfolute neccfihy for 
one, I (hould firft -^ave acquainted you with the 
particukfs, and waited your orders upon thctri.

TO-day a man mounted on a horfe belonging 
to Mr. Elfis, Chief of the EngliOiFaftory, 
was paffingby ^he eaftern gate into the Kella. A 
Coffrce, w*ho commanded the Telingas and Gar- 
Aics belonging to Goorghcen Cawn, and who had 
the command of the gate, afkcd the horifeman 

whom 
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whom the horfc belonaed to ? The man refufed 
to teU him the owner s namci and gave him ill 
language* Upon this provocation^ the Coffree 
took hold of the horfe's bridle, and flopped him. 
The horfeman drew his dagj^er upon him, which 
the Coffree feized, andtooktrombim. Thehor(e«^ 
man went to Mr. Ellis, who fent fomeXelingas to 
feize and carry the Coffree before him. On intd^ 
ligenceof this, I called the Seapoys of the Fafto- 
ry and the Coffree before me, and enquired into the 
affair in prefence of the Hircara of the Fadlory. It; 
appeared, that the fad was as I have related it. 
Anerwards Ipeaking kindly to them, a^d giving 
them Betel, I difmiffed them. They took their 
leave of me, but did not go to the Fadory, and 
not being able to fit at the gate, fi}^ Seapoys fta- 
tioned tnemielves in a fhop of the Bazar, in the 
paffage which leads to my houfe, demanding the 
.Coffree, with fome gold Mohurs which were plan* 
dered. I lent Golaum Mahmud Cawn to the 
Chief, to expoftulate with him for making fuch 
trifles a matter of debate, and to deficehim tore* 
call the Seapoys. He would by no means con^ 
fcnt, but replied in anger, " 'Till the Coiffree is 
. ** brought into my prefence, I will never recall 
** the Seapoys." Since in this manner the affairs 
of the government fuffcr indignity, and I am not 
empowered to do any thing without your com- 
mands, I rcqueft you will fpeedily favour me with 
your orders upon this affair that I may,,a6l ac- 
cordingly.

THE fubftance of a quarrel, which happen- 
ed between Mr. Ellis's people, and the Cpi-

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Cx Telingas being ilationed at a (hop in the Bazar 
in the way to my hpufc, I have before reprefent- 
e3 in an addrefs to your Excellency^ which you 
will have received. 

Several tijnes, both yefterday and to-day, a per- . 
fon came from the Factory to demand the Coff^-ec. 
By the means of Meer AbdrooUa and Golaiim 
Mahmud Cawn, who formerly pafTed and repafled 
into the Fadory on bufinefs, I returned a fuita- 
ble anfwer. At length, the Chief declared, that 
if the CofFree was not fent it would be treating 
him with contempt, and if he was fent for .one 
ipftant only, he Ihould be immediately difmifted. 
Today therefore the CofFree was fent: the Chief, 
enquiring the occafion of the diflPerencc, told him, 
he forgave him his offence, and at the fanie time 
difmil&d him, and withdrawmg the Seapoys call- 
ed them home. At prefent there are no Seapoys 
at the place. *

FROM the late frequent interruptions given 
to our bufinefs, I am neceffitated to acquaint 
you of the general difregard fhewn to the Englifti 
Duftuck throughout the country, but more parti- 
cularly fo in thofc parts where the Armenians have 
any influence. 

In purfuance of our honourable matters orders 
by Lord Mansfield, a quantity of Turmerick was 
purchafed near Mow, which when ready I fent a 
Duftuck for, but to little purpqfe ; for Coja An- 
tQon (the prifoner fent to Calcutta) declared it of 
,no eflfed, and had the infolcnce to give one hirrt-

Frenchman, who has been a long while in the 
Nabob's iervice, has loft an arm in it, and fclli 
me, that he was fenc to this garrifon about &jL 
months ago« I examined this man very particu* 
larty concerning the dclerters^ and accompanied 
my queftiohs with promifes of freedom- and & 
handfome recompence, if he woi^ difeocer to 
mc where they were ; but he abfolutely aflured 
roc, that there were not only none here at prcfcntj 
but that he bad never fecn a (ingle European in 
the Fort fince his coming. 

Upon enquiry in the town, the lame anfwers 
were returned. From thefc accounts I am apt to 
believe, whatever deferters inight have taken (hel^ 
ter there, they have been long gone from thencei 
The extreme miferyof the wretch, to whom I of^ 
fered the gratuity, feems to confirm this opinion, 
fince he would fcarcely have rejedcd fuch terms 
of proteftion and reward, for declaring what 
could in no manner aflFecl him to his detr'unent. 
He is very anxious for his liberty, which Mr. 
Haftings intends to folicit for to the Nabob. 

About this time, the beginning of the year 
1762, a confpiracy was deteiftcd againft the Nar 
bob's perfon, which was carried on by Seeraran 
Dewan, Sheik Sadoolla Jemmadar (two of the 
Nabob's chief confidents) and Narrain Sing, and 
Muttromel, Hircaras.

£wee|i the Nabob and every pctibn employed ifk 
any poft of confequence under the ^CompanjC 
knowing how cflential Tufcli -^ tetttpBr is to the 
fueceifs of •our affairs.

Twice has the city of 
t^atna been alarmed with a reporti that the£ngli(h 
intended to atuck it| and| in confequence. thece- 
of, guns mounted, guards augmented, gates ftiuc^ 
and admittance denied to every one bdonsuis to 
the fadory ^ and all this without die leaft plauuble 
|>retence whatever being given. 

The £diehoods induftrioufly propagated <^ my 
0eGgn to take Mongheer you can be no ftrangcr to, 
nor the ridictdbus li^ht in which they appetr. b<i 
all occafions, the i^iglKh are reprefenced as the 
Kabob*s greateft enemies v and it is, nottmons, 
that no man, who values bis favour, dare appear 
in the factory. 

The Nabob accufes me of attempting to breed 
a difagreement between him and the Company* 
After what he has accufed other gentlemen oK 
nothing of this kind is iuqprizio|{. Howeverr f 
l^eral charge amounts to very little. This term 
he has, without any grounds, ^ven to my fig^zing 
Ccya Antoine. I had before macte repealed com- 
plants to him, of the interruption given o4ir bu- 
iiMfs, which being little or not at all regarded^ it 
became a duty incumbent on me, to take other 
meafures for fearing one of the moft valuable 
branches of iiie Company's commerce. Of the 
infuky received in the leizure, detention, and lo^ 
of my boats, I before acquainted you, as likewife 
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of die afi&ont die Nabob has prcn me in not 
wafmaii^ taof letten i but oocwidiftaiidiiig die 
firft or wDODd inftaoce of dns Idnd, I cxmtintied 
wridi^ to him on bofiocftt dH mj Hircarahs were 
iO treated in Ms camp. 

The firft grand &cp towards obtaining the de- 
fired end wiu be, for the Nabob to remoire from 
about hil perfon all thc^ who at pncfent pmfim 
his mind with falfe and idle flories. Let him 
cfteem die Kngltlh as his beft and only friends, 
and as fuch place an entire confidence in them. If 
any caufe of dilgaft appear, let him sq>ply to 
thofe whoiare entrufted with the management of 
the Company's afiairs, to have the matter cleared 
vp, which he may always be alTured of. For my 
own part, I (hall never do any thing bat what f 
will aiSeit to him and the world ; and I appeal to 
Rajebuilub, or any other peiibn in office at Pat« 
'na, whether upon any complaint being lodged 
againft our iervants under my jurildidion, I have 
not given them a ipeedy and ample farisfadion ; 
and all I defire is, that tb^ would ad in die 
lame manner towards the fervants of the govern- 
ment, who infult and treat us ill. This would 
create a mutual confidence, and put an end' to the 
prefent diflendon.

I will nbt liake tlp6i^ me Wjtldge of the dif- 
putes which have arifen between the Nabob and 
Mr* Ellis, nor am I properly qualified to give niy 
fentiments upon them, bdng as yet only acquaint- 
ed with thecomplaintsof the former. But, I thinks 
1 cannot better acquit myfelf of the talk which you 
have enjoined me, and which my duty to the fervicc. 
requires from me, thsta by ^flPering my opinion in 
general, that in all diflrerences between the Com- 
pany's fervants or inferior agents,* and the go- 
*Vernment, if proper juftice cannot be obtained 
from the Nabob, t>r thofe authorized to aft under 
him, application {houid be made to the Board, and 
no perloh bfealloVfed on any pretence to ufe violent 
means for the redrefs of his own grievances. This 
method till lately has been conftantly and univer- 
fally obferved in all our concerns^ not only before 
the reftoradori of the Company's privileges, but 
by thofe who have fince had the adminiftration of 
their affairs, and who will hardly be fofpefted of 
having ^negkftcd the honour of the nation, or the 
intereft of their employers. In effeft, it is only 
by referving to yourfelves the privileges of de- 
<:iding on $11 matters of contention, that the au- 
thority of the Board can be maintained, or the 
publick tranquillity fecured.

C^lS.^^ExtraB of a Letter from Mr. Haft- 
ings to the Governor. 

Sarferam, 13 May 1762. 

IDefired Mn IronGde to inform you, yefterday, 
of our arrival at Sarferam on the 9^1 inftant, 
I proceeded direftly to the Nabob's tent. He 
received me with great poHtenefs, and enquired 
in a friendly manner after your health. This vi- 
iit pafied only in general conyerfation. The next 
evening I opened to him the fubjeft <rf my com* 
miifion from the Board, which I gave him in 
writing, and pretty nearly ifi the correfpondent 
words of the letter, the poftfcript excepted, which 
I read to him from the original, and (not without 
fome difficulty) explained to him. 

He expreffed much- diffatisfadtion, that he 
fhould be charged with entertaining a jealouCy of 
the Englifti •, which, he faid, argued fome mifbe- 
haviour in him towards them, as the confequence 
of fuch fentimehts, and challenged me to mention 
one inftance of his having betrayed a want of 
confidence in the Company, or deviated from 
the treaty with them. It is true, he added, he 
had frequent fubjed of complaint againfl: the 
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lEoglifh dependants 1 but that made no alteration 
in his engagements with their principals^ or hit 
particular obligations to you, . . » He was as little 

E leafed with the afiertion» that the people about 
is perfon had given o^caiion to any difference be* 
tween him and the Englifh, He dcfired, that 
they might be named; and declared, that on whom* 
(bever luch a fa<5t was proved he would-put him 
to death 5 but (procee^^d be) *' if you are yet at a 
** lofs to know who it is amongft yourfelves that 
** ftrivcs to create a mifunderftanding between us, 
*' I will name him. It is Mr. Ellis, who by his 
** ads o( violence committed on my fervants, and 
"** the unprovoked attacks which he 13 daily mak- 
•* ing upon my authority, has not only given en- 
«« couragemcnt to my enemies, and the difafFedl- 
<^ cd people in my own fervice, but has given oc^ 
*' cafion to fuch reports to the difcredito? my gp- 
*' vernment at the Court of Shuja Doula, as 
** might be of the worft confcquencc to my af- 
*« fairs." 

With regard to Mr. Ellis, I am at a lofs how 
to a(%. His behaviour in my opinion has been fo 
imprudent, and his difaffe<aion to the Nabob fo 
ipanifeftly inveterate, that a proper reprefentation 
oif it could not fail to draw upon him the fevereft 
rcfentment of the Company. But, belides my 
averfion to violent meafures, the length of time 
before the Company's notice of thefe affairs could 
reach us, and the fupport that the mod glaring 
'mifcondudl in him would meet with from a ma- 
jority of the Board, have inclined me rather to 
make choice of fuch means, as may be more 
likely to conciliate than inflame our mutual ani- 
mofities. With this view I have wrote to Mr. 
Ellis a letter, of which the inclofcd is a copy, and 
will acquaint you with his anfwer. If he accepts 
of my offer, I will do him every good office that 
N 2 I can 
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I can with the Nabob. If he declines it, I will 
not only let the Nabob purfue his own meafures, 
but will even join him in endeavouring to con- 
fute the afperfions which have been made ufe of 
to ruin his credit with the Company. 

Cjj.g.— — £x/r^(^ of a Letter from the Go^ 
vernor to Mr. HaftingS. 

Dated 26 May 1762^ 

I HAD the pleafure to receive this morning 
your favour of the 13th. The Nabob's anfwcr 
to the reprefentation you made him on the part 
of the Board, is exaftly uniform with all his 
former declarations io regard to thedifputes that 
have arifen between him and Mr. Ellis ; and this 
uniformity is a ftrong proof with me, that h? 
fpeaks with a good confcience, and has reafon on 
his fide. However, as I love peace and quietnels, 
and have learnt to make allowances for the differ- 
ent tempers and paflions of different men ; I ap- 
prove entirely of your endeavours to conciliate 
matters between the Nabob and Mr. Ellis^ and 
wilh that the latter may accept of your good offices; 
If not, you can do no otherwife than reprefent 
fully to the Beard, the Nabob's anfwer to the 
fubjedt mattef of your inftruftions. 

C,3.h. — ExtraB of a Letter from Mr. Haft- 
ings to the Governor. 

Dated Jummor, 26 May 1762. 

TH E world judging only from fadts, fees 
the Nabob's authority publickly infulted, 
his officers imprifoned, feapoys fcnt againft his 
forts s and is told, that the chief of the Englilh 
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in thefc parts difavows the Nabob's right to the 
Subafhip. The obvious end of fuch fymptoms 
is an open rupture. The Nabob's enemies receive 
encouragement from this hope, and the traitors 
about his perfon ufe it as an argument to them to 
perfift in their revolt. Shuja Doula is informed, 
chat the Englifh have adually commenced hoftilities 
with the Nabob, nor need I take notice how fatal 
fuch a notion might prove to the Nabob and to 
us, was not Shuja DouU too much engaged with 
other defigns to take advantage of the weaknefs 
of this governnient* 

When I accepted of this commidion, I pleafed 
myfclf with the hopes of being an inftrument of 
reconciling all differences between the Nabob and 
the Englifli, and putting an end to all animofi- 
ties. This I now find an impoffible talk. The 
gentlemen, who have taken upon them to condemn 
his promotion, have too publickly proclaimed 
their difapprobation of that meafure, and clieir 
hatred to the Nabob, which have been repeated 
to him, probably with exaggerations. He has 
been told, that Meff. Amyatt, Ellis, and Car- 
nac, have in their letters to their friends in £ng- 
Jand, ufed every argument to procure an order 
from the Company, to annul the meafures taken 
in favour of him, and reprefented his charac- 
ter in the moft hateful terms ; that Mr. Fullerton 
was alfo charged to affift in perfon their projeft 
of depofmg him, and that they have fworn to- 
gether to his ruin ; that they have difcovered a 
flaw in his title to the Suba(hip from our treaty, 
8^c. &c. True or falfe the Nabob has received 
.thefe ftories from their intimate acquaintance, 
who may have forged a part, but could not have 
invented the whole. 

I had always flattered myfclf with the hopes 
that the Company's approbation of the revolution 

N 2 ia 
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in favoar of Mccr Coffim would have been fucb, 
as to have rtftraincd the defigns of the party form- 
ed againft him, and thefc hopes were greatly en- 
couraged by the letter which arrived in the Month 
of ApriL But the fecond, which arrived not a 
month after, was exprefled in fuch ambiguous 
terms, as might cafily be conftrued by a pany- 
ipirit into a difapprobation of it. 

D,3. — ExtraSl of the Corrpanys General Letter 
to Bengal. 

Dated 19 June 1761. 

UPON pcrufal of the faid fcveral letters and 
papers, we have the agreeable fatisfadion of 
finding, that the great revolution in the Subalhip 
therein mentioned has been, and is likely to prove 
greatly advantageous to the Company. We have 
not now time to enter into any particulars on thi^ 
happy event, and can therefore only recommend 
and leave it to you to aft in fuch manner as 0iall 
be mod for the Company's intereft. 

We clearly fee that this revolution has been 
happily brought about, principally by the good 
conduft and addrefs of our Prcfident Van Sittart, 
and we accordingly fincerely and heartily return 
him our thanks, for his great fervices and difinter- 
elled behaviour on this occafion. 

P,3.a> ExtraB of the CoAtpanfs General 
Letter to Bengal. 

Dated 30 Sept. 1761. 

THIS is the third revolution in Bengal, 
wherein the very being of the Company has 
been, and from their confequences may ft ill be 
at a ftake. Your advancing Jaffcir Aly Cawn 
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to the Subafliip, in the room of Serajah Doula» 
was undoubtedly a necefTary meafure, as well for 
the good of the country in general, as the intercft 
of the Company in particular. Your afterwards 
det)ofing Jafikir Aly Cawn» and fettling Coffim 
Aly Cawn in his room, we hope alfo was done 
with the fame view, upon this prefumption and 
confidence, that no other motives whatloevcr ha^ 
any influence upon you. We mufl: look on the 
meafures purfued on this occafion as unavoidable ; 
at the fame time we cannot help obferving, that 
it is by the great regard the Company have always 
had to a faithful obfervance of their agreements •, 
they have acquired, and hitherto preferved, a re- 
putation with the Natives of India. We could 
have wilhed therefore the fituation of affairs would 
have admitted keeping terms with Jaffeir Aly 
Cawn, that even the leaft handle for a pretence 
might not have been offered to prejudiced people 
to make ufe of, to throw any reflcftion upon the 
tranfadtions. 

£,3. — — ExtraSt of a Letter from Mr. 
Haftings to the Governor. 

Dated Mongheer, 14 July 176a. 

I Informed you fome time ago, that the natural 
inference, which might be drawn - from the 
cxtraft of the laft letter from the Company, was 
fo little in favour of the Nabob, or the laft revolu- 
tion, that I had evaded giving him a tranflation of 
it, and only told him, that the Company had ap- 
plauded the meafures which had been taken in his 
promotion, and recommended the ftrifteft union 
and harmony with the new Nabob, for a preven- 
tion of the like neceffity, and for the credit of our 
faith. Not many days after, the Nabob himfelf 
N 4 repeated 
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repeated to me the whole fubftance of that extraft 
with fuch heightenings, as a party fpirit would na* 
turally give to it, and told mr, that Mr. Ellis had 
declared, that this difapprobation of the revolution 
would be followed by an order from the Company to 
overfetit, and that he expeftcd great changes when 
the next fhip arrived. The Nabob's good fenfc 
made it no difficult matter for me to fatisfy hiip 
how impiobablefuch an event was; but I men- 
tion this only to ftiew, how every occafion is 
catched at to fupport the credit of an invetcrat;e 
fadion ; and, I fuppofc, this will hardly be at- 
tributed to the Nabob's invention, or that of the 
people about him,

and Council {Mef. Van Sittart, M'Gwire, 
and Hay) to Mr. Haftings. 

Dated 8 July 176a. 

WE have received a letter from Mr. Ellis, 
advifing us of the Nabob's refufal of his 
vifit, and the Prefident at the fame time acquaint- 
ed us with the feaibns the Nabob gave you for 
this refufal. We have received alfo another letter 
from Mr. Ellis of the twenty-fifth, advifing us, 
that Rajah Nobit Roy, upon his appointment to 
the Neabut of the Bahar Province, was forbid by 
the Nabob to pay him the ufual compliment oi ' 
a vifit. 

'f he fum of the Nabob's reafons is this, that 
having had indignities offered him by Mr. Ellis, 
and having made public complaints againft him, 
he thought it would be abfurd to receive a friend- 
ly vifit from him. We mentioned in our laft let-- 
ter to you the reafons given by Mr. Ellis for thofe 
proceedings, of which the Nabob fo much com- 
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plains, viz. his fending Seapoys to Mongheer, 
and his feizing Coja Antoon. We (hall not now 
repeat thofe reafons, as it is not our intention to 
call to mind old fubjcfts of difpute, but rather to 
fliew the Nabob through your means the neccfli- 
ty of forgetting them, and endeavouring to efta- 
blifli a general good underftanding. 

We may fay, both of the Nabob and Mr. El- 
lis, that they have been too ready to give credit 
to reports injurious to each other, and this, it is 
cafy to fee, has been the reafon why things, in 
themfelves of little confequence, have been made 
objeds of fo violent contefts. If fadls are exag- 
gerated by reports in the compafs of thefc Pro- 
vinces, what may we not expeft to be faid of them 
in other parts of Indoftan ? Certainly, nothing 
lefs than that the difputes between the Nabob and 
the Englilh Chief at Patna, foretel a breach of the 
friendlhip between the two governments, and this 
may encourage his enemies and our's to attempts, 
which othcrwife they would not dare to medi- 
tate ; nay, this has always been the Nabob's own 
argument, andaveryjuft one, although he now 
ieems to confider it as a private quarrel between 
him and Mr. Ellis. We think it can by no means 
be regarded in this light, becaufe in its confe- 
quences it muft affeft the publick ; for if fuch*a 
rooted ilUwill between the Nabob and one of the 
Company's principal fervants is fuffcrcd to prevail, 
the evil cannot but incrcafe, and the flame fpread 
daily ; more of the dependents of each govern- 
ment will infenfibly adopt the notions of each par- 
ty, and a fuccefllon of prejudiced minds will arife 
prepared to take every oppprtunity of fomenting 
the quarrel, and rendering it at length irrecon- 
cileable. We defire, therefore, that you will ufe 
your utmoft endeavour, by the arguments which 
wc have now mentioned, and all others that may 
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occur to you, to difpofe the Nabob ferioufly and 
heartily to do his part tov^ards the difpcUing of 
all animofities ; we have as ftrenuoufly' recom- 
mended to Mr. Ellis to do his part, fo that wc 
liope a cordial and friendly intercourfe may infu* 
turfe fubfift between them. 

But fliQuldthis, contrary to our hopes, be found 
impradicablc, wc fliall atlcaftcxpedb, that the dif- 
putes between them be fo far accommodated as to 
be concealed from the world, and that all the ufual 
Ceremonies and public marks of refpeft be recipro- 
cally paid and received. So much is abfolutely ne- 
ceffary both for the Nabob's reputation and the 
Company's, and we may add, that the fafety and 
tranquillity of the Nabob's government is more 
particularly concerned. Mr. Ellis, by propofing 
a vifit to the Nabob on his arrival at Patna, paid 
the refpeft due from his ftation to the rank of 
the Subah, and we hope the Nabob, after hav- 
ing this our advice explained to him, will not a- 
gain omit the compliment due from him to a 
member of this Board. 

F,3.a.— G?/j^ of a Letter from the Governor 
and Council {Mejf. Van Sittart, M'Gwirc, 
and Hay) to Mr. Ellis. 

Dated 8 July 1762. 

WE have received your letters of the 23d 
and 25th inftant; the firft, advifing of 
the Nabob's rcfufing your vifit ; the other, of his 
forbidding Nobut Roy to pay you that compliment 
upon his appointment to the Neabut of the Bahar 
Province. Mr. Haftings tranfmitted to the Prefi- 
dent by the Nabob's denre his reafons for refufing 
your vifit ; of thefe we fend you a copy, and puf- 
pofely avoid entering into any debate upon them, 
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as, inftead of recalling paft difputes, we arc endea-, 
vouring to fhew the Nabob and you, the neceflity 
of having them entirely forgot, and a gener^d 
good harmony eftablilhed. 

Inclofcd, we fend you a copy of our inftruCf 
tions to Mr. Haftings on this fubjeft. The reafons 
therein contained, will convince you how.much the 
tranquillity of the country, and confequently the 
good of the Company is interefted in putting an 
end to thefe animofities. An intercourfe between 
the Nabob and you^ fo far as regards your public 
charafter, is abfolutely neceflary, and we fhall ai- 
rways infift on ; but we wifli for more, and ftrenu- 
oufly recommend to you, to let nothing be want* 
ing on your part to eftablilh a hearty friendfhip 
between you. 

Mr. Ellis, inftead of complying with fo falutary 
an advice, perfifted always in the fame violent 
fentiments, and wrote the following anfwer to the 
Board. 

F^^.h.'^'—Copy of a Letter frcm Mr. Ellis 
to the Gowrnor and CounciL 

Dated 23 July 1762. 

T HAVE been favoured with your*s of the 
j[ 8th, inclofing an extrafl: of Mr. Haftings 's 
letter to the Prefident, and a copy of your inftruc- 
tions to that gentleman, which 1 fincerely wifh 
may have the defired effefl:, but fear the Nabob 
has afted too long without controul to liften now 
to any advice however falutary. 

Though I never hope to be on a footing of 
friendfhip or Intimacy with the Nabob, yet know- 
ing how neceflary it was for the Company's affairs, 
and more particularly fo for his own, to fave ap- 
pearances, I did not think he would have refufed 
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an interview, which inftead of occafioning a 
quarrel, as he abfurdly obferves, might perhaps 
have laid the foundation of a future good under- 
ftanding ; but it feems he can conftruc the occafion 
of complaints that have arifen, either into a pub- 
lick concern, or a private quarrel with Mr. Ellis, 
as may beft fuic his own conveniency. 

Any overtures that the Nabob may make to- 
wards a reconciliation I fhall readily embrace ; but 
after the manner in which I have been treated by 
him, none can come from me without being great- 
ly derogatory to the publick charader, I have at 
prefcnt the honour to bear. 

Rajah Nobut Roy has been permitted to pay 
me the compliment of a vifit, which I have re- 
turned, 

G»3> ■ Copy of a Letter from Mr. Haftings' 

to the Governor. 

Dated Bauglepoor, 25 April, 176^. 

I Beg leave to lay before you a grievance which 
loudly calls for redrefs, and will, unlefs duly 
attended to, render inefFeftual any endeavours to 
create a firm and lafting harmony between the Na- . 
bob and the Company. I mean, the oppreflion 
committed under the fanAionof the Englifh name, 
and through the want of fpirit in the Nabob's 
fubjefts to oppofe them. This evil I am well af- 
fured is not confined to our dependents alone, but 
is praftifed all over the country by people falfely 
afluming the habits of our Seapoys, or calling 
themfelves our Gomaftahs. As on fuch occafions, 
the great power of the Englifli intimidates the 
people from making any refiftance ; fo on the other 

^ hand, the indolence of the Bengalees, or the dif- 
ficulty of gaining accefs to thofe who might do them 

juftice, prevents our having knowledge of the 
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oppreflions, and encourages their continuance to 
the great, though unmerited fcandal of our go- 
vernment. 

I have been furprized to meet with feveral 
Englilh flags flying in places which I have pa fled, 
and on the river 1 do not believe that I paflfed a 
boat without one. By whatever title they have 
been aflTumed (for I could only truft to the infor- 
mation of my eyes, without flopping to alk quefti- 
ons) I am fure their frequency can bode no good 
to the Nabob's revenues, the quiet of the country,' 
or the honour of our nation, but evidently tend 
to leflfen each of them. 

A party of Seapoys who were on the march be- 
fore us, afforded fufHcient proofs of the rapacious 
and infolent fpirit of thofe people where they are 
left to their own difcretion. Many complaints a- 
gainfl: them were made me on the road, and mo(t 
of the petty towns and ferais were deferted at our 
approach, and the Ihops (hut up from the apprc- 
henfion of the fame treatment from us. 

You are fenfible, Sir, that it is from fuch little 
irregularities, too trivial perhaps for publick com- 
plaint, and continually repeated, that the country 
people are habituated to entertain the moft unfa- 
vourable notions of our government, and by them 
the Englifli credit fufFers much more, than by mat- 
ters which are made of greater confequence in the 
debates between the Nabob and us. 

You have already pointed out one method by 
which the truth of the coniplaints againft our Go- 
piaftahs may be enquired into and redrefTed, which 
I fhall not fail to reprefent in a proper manner to 
the Nabob. But nothing I fear will, reach the 
root of thefe evils, till feme certain boundary be 
fixed between the Nabob's authority and our pri-

Was I to fuppofe myfelf in the place of tbp 
Nabob, I ftiQuld not be at a lofs in what n^anncr 
to proteft my own fubje6b or fcrvants from ia- 
folts J but whilft the principle prevails, that no 
point (however little beneficial to ourfelvcs) is tu 
oe given up to the Nabob, and that his authority 
(hould upon every occafion be checked for the fe* 
curity or our own; I (bould hardly venture to 
propofe to any one, befides yourfelf, to reftraia 
the power of our Gomaftahs to the immediate 
concerns of the Company or their fervants, to 
which we ourfelves are limited by our Firmaun 
and our treaty with the Nabob ; and where any 
perfons afluming the Engiifh name are guilty of 
afts of violence or oppreflion to any of the Na- 
bob's fubjefts, and within his jurifdiftion, that 
the Magiftrates take fuch meafures as his office 
and the matters in queftion may require, for pre- 
venting them without making any diftindtion, ia 
fuch cafes, betwixt our agents and the dependent^ 
of the government. 

As the power of executing juftice mufl be lodg- 
ed fomewhere, and our fervants if injured have 
always the means of appealing, we may be cer- 
tain, that the magiftrates will be very cautious how 
they give any fuch caufe for complaint as may 
endanger their difmiffion, which (hould be infift- 
ed on as the flighteft^ punifliment for any notorious 
perverfion of juftice. 

With regard to the abufe of our flag in de- 
frauding the government of its duties, I know 
no method fo likely to prove effedual as thofc 
which have been repeatedly recommended, and 
which it is needlcfs for me to mention. 

I fliall forbear faying any thing fully to the 
Nabob concerning the complaints againft our 
people, till r am favoured with your further 
opinion on this fubjeft, that I may know from 

thence 
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^cnce how ftr I am tx> proceed towards fettling 
this point with the Nabob, and preventing aU 
future difficulties that may arife from the prefent 
wicertain and perplexed fkuatioa of affairs be- 
tween u$. 

HiS*-— -B^r^;^ of a Letter from the Go^ 
vernor to Mr^ Haftings. 

Dated 2 May I'^dt^ 

SI N C E I wrote you laft I have been favour* 
ed with your's of the i8th of April from 
Dewanlerai, 23d from Shahabad, and 25th from 
Bauglepoor. The obfervations contained in the 
laft concerning the unjull authority exercifed all 
over the country in ' the Englifli name deferves 
immediate attention. Indeed, 1 have alwaysthought 
it a great grievance, injurious to the Nabob in his 
revenues and government, and to us in our repu- 
tation. You know too that I have done all in my 
power* to remedy it. I have frequently requefted 
of the Nabob, to make the Darogas of the Cho- 
keys do their duty more carefully, and oblige every 
boat to produce my Duftuck, or that of the Chief 
of one of our fadories 5 and where no Duftuck 
appears, to ftop them till they pay the cuftoms. 

The Nabob wrote me that the Daroeas of his 
Chokeys were afraid to ftop a boat with Englifli 
colours, and that the Peons in the boats would not 
ftop i whereupon \ fent him according tp his re- 
queft thirty Duftucks or Orders under my hand 
and feal, importing that all boats fliould be ftopt, 
and either produce their Duftucks, or pay the du- 
ties. 

Very likely the Darogas of the Chokeys arc 
unfit for their office. They Ihould be men capa- 
ble of diftinguiftiing a real Duftuck from a coun- 
terfeit, 
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terfeic, and of judging by the date whether it hflt 
been already returned and fallacioufly itiade ufe 
of a fecond time i to prevent which, an eadorfe^ 
ment fhould be made at every Chokey upon every 
Duftuck that pafies ;and where a boat carries Eng^ 
li(h colours without having a Duftuck, it ihould 
be ftopt, and the property particularly cnciuirod 
into ; and if it is found to belong to a fubjed of 
the Nabob, I think he would do right toconfifcate 
the whole ; if to a fubjcd of our's, the Darojga 
ihould fend it back with a guard to the Brft Englifh 
faftory, with a letter to the Chief, defiring, that 
the flag nnight be taken away, and the Proprietors, 
Peon, or Mangee, who was guilty of the abufe^ 
punidied. 

1 really can think of no other precautions for 
putting a ftop to this evil, unlefs it be to place 
Chokeys of my own at convenient diftances, with 
writers furni(hed with the above-mentioned in- 
ftrudions for examining the Duftucks, &c. and 
which, if the Nabob thinks it will be ufeful, I am 
ready to do at fuch places as he (hall point out. 

The number of the boars (hould likewife be 
compared with the Duftuck, and the quantity of 
goods in each boat examined with as much exafti'- 
tude as the nature of them will admit ^ and where 
it is found to exceed the quantity mentioned in the 
^ Duftuck, the overplus (hould be confifcated. 

The extravagant power fet up by our Go- 
maftahs, in many parts of the country, is an a- 
bufe eaually demanding redrefs -, and it would be 
but juft and fair to defire the Nabob to order his 
Fougedars and other officers to take cognizance of 
thofe irregularities, and prevent by force (if ne- 
ceflary) their interfering in any affair of the go- 
vernment. Could thefe Fougedars and other of- 
ficers be depended on, and we be aflured they 
would not make yfe of that force to take away 
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the Weavers, and otherwife impede the Compa- 
ny's bufincfs ; I (hould inlmediately advife and . 
Gonfent to this meafure, which indeed is the na- 
tural, and I fear the only effedual remedy, and is 
what the Nabob has an undoubted right to do* 
I will cry whdt effbft a frefli and ftridt order to 
all our Gomaftahs and fubordinates may have, 
towaids preventing their interfering in the affairs 
of the country ; and let the Nabob order his offi- 
cers to be full and particular in rcprefenting to me 
any circumftances of their mifbehaviour, diredting 
them at the fame time not to fuffer the Gomaftahs 
or their Peons, to feize or judge between any in- 
habitants of the country excepting the Company's 
Weavers, nor to take any offices in the country, 
as Izaradars, Wadadars, &c. Thefe 1 hope may 
be fome fteps towards redreffing this grievance; 
and let the Nabob's officers on their part be cau- 
tioned not to opprefs the Company's Weavers, or 
in any manner interrupt their bufinefs. • 

I wil^ order a lift to be given in of all the Com- 
pany's Gomaftahs, with the places of their refi- 
dence from Calcutta, and all the fubordinates. 
Thefe may be permitted to have fuch a flag at the 
place of their refidence, but all other EngUfti Go- 
maftahs fhall be forbid to fet up flags in any part 
of the country. 

An order is already made and publilhed, for- 
bidding any Europeans from going up the country 
without firft applying for leave to the Prcfident 
and Council, and giving fecurity for their good 
behaviour, and that they will not meddle in the 
aflfairs of the country. At the fame time we have 
direded Ifts to be given of all that are at prefcQt 
in the country by the gentlemen who employ 
them, and the fame order we have fent to all the 
Subordinates, and all who cannot produce fecurity 
fog their good behaviour ftiall be called away. 

O Thefe 
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Thcfe regulations I had an opportunity of for- 
warding, upon a complaint made againft one 
Mr. Ivie at Raugegunge, who is ordered down 
to Calcutta for pretending to decide caufes between 
the inhabitants. 

Read all this letter to the Nabob, and affure 
him, I will do what more may be neceflkry to give 
him full authority orcr his government. 

. 1,3.- ExtraB of a Letter from Mr. Haft- 

ings to the Governor. 

Sarferam, 18 May 1762. 

I Explained to the Nabob what you wrote to 
me concerning the abufc of the Englilh name 
and authority, and the expedients propofed for their 
' removal, which I extraded from your letter, and 
give him written under the following heads. 

I. That ftrift orders be given to all the Drogai 
of the Chokeys, to require every Englifti boat 
that paffes to produce a Duftuck under the feal rf 
the government, or any Chief of the fubordinate 
faftories; and in cafe of a refufal, that they 
compel the boat by force to brmg to. 

II. That every boat with Englifli colours, and 
not having a Duftuck be ftopt \ and if the goods 
l>e Englilh property, that notice be given to the 
Chief of the neareft faftory, that it may be in- 
ijuired into •, but if it be the property of a fub- 
jeft of the Sircar, that the Nabob take what no- 
tice of it Ke may think proper. 

IIL That ftrift orders be giycn to the officer^ 
and Fougedars of the Sircar, if any Englifti Go- 
maftah commit any aft of qppreffion, or interfere 
" in the affairs of the government, to forbid them 5 
and if they refufe to hear rcafon, to nfe force to 
make them defift. 

IV. 
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JV. That ilrift orders have been fent from 
the Prcfidcncy, that nonje of the Gomaftahs or 
iervants pf the fadorics intermeddle with the af- 
fairs of the government ; and that the officers of 
the Sircar be hkeijvife ftriftly enjoined not to ob- 
ftruft the Company's bufinefs» or opprefs thepco* 
pie employed in it. 

V. That no grants of Wadadarees, Farms, 
or pthcr offipes of the government be allowed to 
the Coiifipany's Gomaftahs. 

VI. That the Corapany^s Gomaftahs ftiall be 
allowed an Englifh flag at the place of their refi- 
dencc, but no private Gomaftahs fhall have an 
Engliih flag) or afiume any diftinftion from the 
Ei^lilh name. 

VII. That by an order from the Prefidency, 
no European (hall be employed in the country 
without a permiflion from the Boards and giving 
iecurity that he will not interfere in any affairs of 
the government. 

Upon the two firft heads the Nabob remarked, 
that it was to np purpofe for him to give fuch 
^orders to his officers though backed with your 
Duftucks, fince both have proved inefFedual to 
reftrain the pfefumption of our people, who fel- 
don? chufc to produce their Duftucks ; and if 
the officer aAs as hisr duty requires him, a com- 
plaint is inftantly fent to the next fadory of the 
infolence of the Chokeys, the indignity offered 
to our flag, and the infringement of our Duftucks. 
;Seapoys are difpatched to leize the offender, and 
others dreading the like treatment let pafs all boats 
indifcriminatply^ and amongft them many that 
have no Duftucks. 

. In the 3d articleJ have deviated a little from 
. your inftrudions, as I believe you will be convinc- 
ed that the Gomaftahs are noj: to be kept in awe 
by threats alone 5 but fame coervicc power mufl: 
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be allowed the Mag^ftrafes, inthooc wtttch, de 
Gomaftahs knowing the diffiooltj of findii^ ok 
the 'ruth of facls (b remoce finom oor cnqoincs, 
will be continual] J intermeddfing in aaaccers whidL 
do ooc coocern them, having oo ooc to oppofe 
them. I make no doubc hvt the oSctn ^ tbe 
government will be tempted, as they have many 
times done, to abufe their aothority; bat tbe 
Company's bufinels and the Englifh name wil 
fufier lefs by a few inHances of this kind, duo by 
the unlimited power fo often afluroed by oor A- 
geots. An example made of the firft anc i m« 
erf the MagiHrarcs to opprcfs our people wifl inti- 
midate others ; but to have every little grievanoe 
on either fide referred to the Nabob, or yoorictf, 
will be a (burce of perpetual difagreement, and 
the enquiries will be found fo perplexed, that I 
doubt if any redreis will be obtained on either fide. 

Notwithflanding this alteration^ the propofal is 
not latisfadory to the Nabob, fo long as a power b 
lodged in the gentlemen of our fa&ories on every 
complaint of the Gomaftahs^ to fend out parties 
of Seapoys againft fuch as they pretend have mif- 
behaved to them. This evil therefore is firft to 
be redrcflfed. 

To the 5th, the Nabob gives his entire af&nt ; 
' and delires, that the Gomaftahs and all others un- 
der our pr oteftion be forbid to take or folicit offices 
under the government, which he has found very 
detrimental to the peace of the country. 

The 6ch, I hope expreflcs your intentions, as 
the private Gomaftahs have no need of the pro- 
teflion of the Englifli name to carry on their bu- 
finefs at the Aurungs, nor can claim any privilege 
above other traders, befides that of bringing away 
their goods when provided with the Company's 
Duftuck. 

T# 
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. , To thefe the Nabob defired another article might 
be added, though implicitly included in the fore- 
going, viz. That the Gomaftahs (hall not force 
their goods on his fubje<9:s againft their will, or at 
their own prices, nor compel the workmen to pro- 
vide goods for them at unreafonable rates, but that . 
every man be left at his own option to buy or fell 
as he finds his advantage in either. 

As the Nabob has no objeftions to any of the 
means, which you have fo often propofcd, for pre- 
venting the difputes between his people and the 
Company's, but only to the want of a proper au- 
thority to enforce the execution of them, he de- 
fires, that whatever regulations you may judge ne* 
ceflary for the above end, may be drawn up in 
form, and lent him with the feal of the Company, 
and if your name added to it be not fufficicnt to 
prevent future cavils, that it be figned likewife by 
the reft of the Council. Such a warrant will limit, 
beyond the poffibility of a difpute, the extent of 
our privileges and his authority, and point out 
the means by which he may preferve his govern- 
ment entire, without incurring the imputation of 
trampling on the rights of the Company. 

K,3.— — £x/r^(S? of a Letter jrom the Go- 
vernor to Mr. Haftings. 

Dated 27 June 1762. 

IT is a natural right, which the Nabob has in 
common with all other governments, to pre- 
vent by forccy if fair means fail, any injury being 
done to his fubjefts by any other perfon. It would 
be almoft abfurd to give a confent to this by any 
public ad \ and perhaps not quite proper, for fear 
of encouraging too much the government's people 
to cxercife this right fometimes perhaps in an un-. 
O 3 juft 
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juft caufe. But wherever unlawful attempts are 
made by our people, the officers of the govern- 
ment muft prevent them, by fair means if poffi- 
ble ; if not oppofe them by force, and it is what 
no reafonable man can complain of.^

Received about the Month of May i76i. 

YOU write me, that there muft be mifchie^ 
vous men about me, who, by their flanders> 
want to ftir up enmity between me and the Englilh 
gentlemen, that I (hould fearch out thofe promo^ 
ters of diffention, and bring them to due punift^ 
ment. 

Sir, from the time that I entered into an agree-r 
ment with you, and marched out of the Bengal 
Province to thefe parts, I never infringed the trea- 
ty by obftru6ling a fingle perfon, gentleman, or. 
Seapoy, or boat, or commodity of your*s, nQf 
have I fent a fingle Peon for the cuftomary com^ 
' miffions from the diftridts which I granted to the 
Company, but have entirely left off concerning 
myfelf \about thofe diftrids, and have not once 
wrote to you on any affair relative to them. Since 
then nothing has been done on my part, which 
might difturb the friendfhip and' treaty fubfifting 
between us, how can there be any room abput my 
perfon for diflentions and mifchievous men ? An4 
this is the way your gentlemen behave ; they make 
a drfturbance all over my country, plunder the 
people, injure and difgrace my fervants with a re^ 
fblution to expofe my government to coptempt, 
and from the borders of Indoftan to Calcutta , 
make it their bufinefs to expofe me to fcom. In 
every Pergunnah and every village, they have c-r 
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ftabliibcd (en or twenty new Fadories, and fetting 
up the colours, and ihewing the Puftucks erf the 
Company, they v»fc their gtm'oft endeavours to op- 
pofe the ryots, merchants, and other people of the 
country. The Duftucks for fearchiog the boats, 
which you formerly favoured me with, and which 
I feat to every Chokey, the Englilhmen by no 
means regard, but bring fhame and difgrace up- 
on rny people, holding themfelves in readinefs to 
beat and abufe them. Having eftablilhed thefc 
new Faftories, they carry on fuch bufineli as the 
Company never heard of, and every Bengal Go- 
inaftah makes a difturbance at every Fadlory, and 
thinks himfelf not inferior to the Company, In 
every Pergunnah, every village, and every Fac- 
tory, they buy and fell fait, betel-nut, ghee, rice, 
ftraw, bamboos, fi(h, gupnies, ginger, fugar, to- 
bacco, opium, and many other things more than 
I can write, and which I think it ncedlefs to men- 
tion. They forcibly take away the goods, and 
commodities of the ryots, merchants, &c. for a 
fourth part of their value, and by ways of vio- 
lence and oppreflion they oblige the ryots, &c. to 
give five rupees for goods which are worth but one 
rupee ; and for the fake of five rupees they bind 
and difgrace an Afama, who pays me an hundred 
rupees Malguzaree, and they allov/ not any au- 
thority to my fervants. Near four or five hun- 
dred new Faftories have been eftablifhed in my 
dominions, and it is impoflible to exprefs what 
difturbances are made in every Faftory, and how 
th^ inhabitants are opprefled. The officers bf 
every diftrift have defifted from the cxercife of 
their fundlions, fo that by means of thefe op- 
piefljons, and my being deprived of my duties, I 
(ufFer a yearly lofs of near twenty-five lacks of ru- 

?ees. In this cafe, how can I keep clear of debts ? 
low can I provide for the payment of my tribute 
O 4 ' wt 
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to the Kirjg, and for the expences of my army and 
my houfhold ? In the Pergunnah of Dinagepoor, of 
which I have appointed and fentRamnaut Bahdree 
collc6lor, befides the old Faftory twenty new ones 
have been eftablifhed in one * Gunge. I have 
fent for your information alill fpecifyingthe num- 
ber of the Faftories, and the names of the Goma- 
ftahs, which I received from the faid coUeftor ; 
and every one of thefe Gomaftahs has fuch power 
that he imprifons the coUeftor^ and deprives him 
of all authority whenever he pleafes. Therefore 
I defire you will fpeedily put a ftop to this me* 
thod of buying and felling {Vraw, bamboos, &c. 
which the Company never praftifed. As I never 
interfere in any of the diftrifts which 1 gave up 
to the Company, it is proper that in like manner 
you, and the Chiefs, and other Engliftimen, Ihould 
not interfere in any of the diftrifts, which by your 
favour belong to me. By the grace of God, I 
neither have tranfgrefled, nor do, nor will tranf- 
grefs the treaty and agreement which I have made; 
why then do the Chiefs and other Engliftimen 
render my government contemptible, and employ 
themfelves in bringing a lofs upon me ? Be kind 
-enough to take thefe matters into confideration 
without delay, for they expofe my government to 
feorn, and are of the greateft detriment to me, 

L>3.a. ■ ■ Tranjlation of a hotter Jrom the 
Nabob tQ the Governor, 

Received in April 1762. 

YOU write me, that " as the Provinces are free 
** from difturbance all men have engaged 
*' in trade, that this is a means of benefiting the 

ryots, 
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" ryots, and rendering the country populous ; that 
*' I ihould fully inform you of the names of all 
*' fuch as lay afide their trade, and give interrup- 
^* tion to my bufmefs, together with the particu- 
** lars of their proceedings, and that you will pu- 
^* nifti them according to their deferts/* 

It is true, that by the flo^rifliing of trade, and 
the free intercourfc of merchants a country is ren- 
dered populous •, but the Gomaftahs who havt 
gone into the country, on the part of your gen; 
ticmen, regardlefs of what any one fays to them, 
infolently ufe violent means to carry on their traf- 
fick ; and wherever a Gunge or Golah has been 
cftabliflied they aft as Zemindars, Taalucdjrs, 
and Renters, and leave my officers no authority ; 
and bcfides this, they fend other people's goods 
with their own, under the protection of their Du*^ 
ftuek. As you have defircd me to write you the 
particulars of the opprcffions of your Gomaftahs^ 
after the arrival of Mr. Haftings, I will fend you 
a circumftantial account of them. 

'Lif'^.h.'-^TranJlation of a Letter from Syed Re- 
jab Aly, Zemindar ^Burbczzo Pcrgunnah. 

Received about the Middle of the Year ijGi. 

FRO M the beginning, the Company's Fac- 
tory has been in Beelcoochy, and a cloth 
bufinefs 1\^ been carried on there, and I do not 
negleft doing to the utmoft of my power whate- 
ever the Gomailahs of the Faftory defire, nor was 
any oppreflion praftifed. Whoever traded in 
popper, toothenague, or cotton, which was fent 
to the Faftory by the Company, traded freely and 
at the market-price. Now from Calcutta, Dacca, 
Cheelmary, and Rungamatty, numbers of Eng- 
lifhmen and merchants, and the people of Monf. 

Chevalier, 
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Chevalier, &c bring into the Perganna, copper, 
toothenague» cotton, tiokall, fait, bete!-nuf, to- 
bacco, rice, muggftdroiie«. Seringa bcMits^ lack, 
fticktack, damma, dried fifh, &c. and aU chefe 
people, afTuming the name of the Company, fbrce 
the ryots, who never dealt in fiich commodities, 
to purchafe them at an exorbitant price. Befides 
this, they violendy exad large fums for prelents 
and for their Peons expences, and tal^ at a low 
rate whatever oil, &c. they buy. By ntieans of 
thefe opprellions, the merchants, pilars, ryots, 
&c. of the Pergunnah have taken to flight, and 
the Haiits, Gauts, Gunges, and Golahs are en^ 
tirtly ruined. Moreover, they prevent the ryc« 
from carrying on their bufinefs, they rob and piun* 
der them wherever they meet them on the road, and 
giving colours and certiBcates to the merchants of 
other Pergunnahs, who fornoerly paid duties, they 
will not fuffer any to be taken from them, and 
the Zemindar*s people reverencing the name of 
the Company cannot obftruA.them. Through 
thefe oppreffions the revenues of the government 
have been abfolutcly ruined, and the Company's 
bufinefs obftrutted. Being without redrefs, I fend 
you a Vackeel, with a. reprefentation of the ftate 
of the Pergunna, he will inform you of all parti- 
culars. I hope, that regarding my diftreflcd con- 
dition, you will fend a Seapoy with a Duftuck lo 
take my country under his protedion, and will 
order the Gomaftahs of Beekoochy FaAory, co 
put a ftop to the power of fuch as trade by force 
and oppreflion, to make every one refund what 
profits he has exacted by violence, to put oppref« 
fion and injuftice to flight, and to have the Com- 
pany's bufinefs carried on as formerly. I have ac-* 
quainted the Vackeel wit*h the particulars, and be 
will inform you of them.

THE trade of the ftlt and buttywood in the 
Chucla of Sillet, has for a long while been 
granted to me, in confideration of which I pay a 
yearly rent of forty thoufand caouns of cowries ; 

hut now Mr and Chundermurt, and Coja 

Bcrcab EngHlb C5omaftahs,having brought a large 
quantity *of fait into the aforefaid Chucla, oWigc 
my Gomaftahs by force and oppreffiOnto purchafe 
it at an exorbitant price ; and having by violertt 
means taken the buttywood trade into their own 
hands, they have put a ftop to my bufinefs, where- 
by I fufFer a very great loft ; yet the Fougedar his 
opprcflively exadtcd from me the ufual rents, plufl^ 
dering my houfe, and forcing me from my horn*, 
and my Gomaftahs, by reafon of the opprcflions of 
the Englifh Gomaftahs, and the rigor and violence 
with which the Malgutaree is exadred, have taken 
to flight. I therefore hope, you will do me the 
favour to order a Perwana to be Wrote to the Fou- 
gedar, either to put a ftop to the power of th« 
Englilh Gomaftahs, or elfe not to demand the 
rents from me. 

Ct)py ofut Letter from Servant 
to the Governor. 

I>ated Backergunge, 25 May 1 761. 

THE fituation of affairs at (his place obligti 
me to apply to your honour, for inftrue- 
tions for my farther proceedings. 

My inftruftions which I brought here were, that 
in cafe any Europeans or their fervants committed 
ftny difordcrs they were to be feat to Calcutta, 
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notwithftanding any pretence they ihall make for 

So doing. 

Notwithftanding the rigour of thefe orders, I 
have ever made it my bufihels (when any thing 
trifling happened) to endeavour by gentle means 
to perfuade the. gentlemens Gomaftahs here to 
aft in a peaceable manner, which although re- 
peated fcveral times has had no effeft, but on the 
contrary, has occafioned their vyriting complaints 
of me to their refpedive mailers, that I obftrud: 
them in their bufmefs and ill ufed theto, and in 
return I have received menacing letters from fe- 
veral gentlemen, threatening, it I interfere with 

. their lervants, to ufe fuch meafures as I may re- 
pent •, nor have the gentlemen only done this, their 
very Gomaftahs have made it publick here, that in 
cafe I ftop them in any proceeding, they will ufe 
the fame methods, for the truth of which I have 
good proofs. 

Now, Sir, I am to inform you, what I have 
pbftrufted them in ; this place was of great trade 
formerly, but now brought to nothing by the fol- 
lowing praftices. 

A gentleman fends a Gomaftah here to buy or 
felh he immediately looks on himfclf as fufficient 
to force every inhabitant either to buy his goods, 
or fell him their's -, and on refufal (in cafe of non- 
capacity) a flogging or confinement immediately 
enfues. This is not fufficient even when willing •, 
but a fecond force is made ufe of, which is to en- 
grofs the different branches of trade to themfclves, 
and not to fuffer any perfons to buy or fell the ar* 

. tides, they trade in, and if the country people dp 
it, then a repetition of their authority is put in 
praftice ; and again, what things they purchafe, 
they think the leaft they* can do is to take them 
for a confiderable deal lefs than another mer- 
chant, and oftentimes refufe paying that, aad 

niy 
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my interfering occafions an immediate com^ 
plaint. 

Thefe and many other oppreffions more thart 
can be related, which are daily ufed by the Bengal 
Gornaftahs, is the rcafon that this place is grow^ 
irig deftitutc of inhabitants. Every day num^ 
bcrs leave the toWn to feek a refidence more fafe, 
knd the very markets, which before afforded plenty, 
do hardly now produce a thing of ufe, their Peons 
being allowed to force poor people ; and if the 
Jcmmadar offers to prevent it, he is threatened t© 
be ufed in the fame manner. 

Before, juftice was given in the publick, but 
now every Gomaftah is become a judge, and 
every one's houfe a Cutcherry; they even pals 
fentcnces on the Jemidars themfelves, and draw 
money from them for pretended injuries, fuch as 
a quarrel with fome of their Peons, or their hav- 
ing, as they aflert, ftole fomething, which is more 
likely to have been taken by their own people ; but 
allowing they were robbed, I believe no Go- 
maftah's authority extends fo far as to take his own 
fatisfaftion on the government. 

Having thus far acquainted your Honour with 
the behaviour of the Gomaftahs here, I am to 
rcqueft your Honour's intereft, that in cafe I am 
to put your orders in execution, I may be bore 
harmlefs therein •, and 1 beg leave to conclude, 
being with all refpefts, &.c.

His Excellency, the Nabob, was pleafed to

gready detriiatnted. Secondly, The Gomaftahs 
of Lnckypoor and Dacca fa&ories oblige cfae 
nercbants, &c. to take Tobaccoi, Cotton, Iron, 
and fuodry other things, at a price exceeding that 
of the Bazar, and then extort the naoaey from 
diem by force ; befides whicfa, they take di^-nfK>^ 
ney for the Peons, and make them pay a fine for 
breaking their 2^;reec»ent. Bf thefe proceeding 
the Aurungs and other places are niined. Third* 
ly. The Gomaftahs of Luckypoor fadory have 
taken the Taalucdar's Taalucs from the Takieel^ 
dar by force for their own ufe, and wiU not pay the 
rent. At the inftigadon of forae people tney, on 
A matter of complaint, fend Horfe and Seapoys 
with a Duftuck into the country, and there create 
difturbance. They ftation Chokeys at different 
places, and whatever they find in poor peopk*^ 
houfes, they caufe to be fold and talfe the money. 
By thefe difturbances the country is rtiined, and 
the Ryots cannot (lay in their houfes nor pay ihe 
Malguzaree. In many places Mr. Chevalier has 
by force eftabliihed new markets and built new 
houfes, and has made falfe Seapoys on his own 
part, who feize whom they want and fine tfaem.

oblige the merchants to take Tobacco, Cotton, ^ 
&c. and not in arty refpeft to detriment the Au- 
^ngs, and then the Sircar will get the revenues. 
Other matters Mirza Myfudeen will relate to you -, 
you will pleafc to confider them, and theh the af- 
fairs of the government will profper.

TO prtvcnt any blame bemg hereafter thrown 
on us for the deficiency of our inveftment, 
we are now to inform you, that at lihanabad, the 
principal cloth Aurung, our Gomaftahs, Dilolis, 
&c. have been peremptorily ordered to defift from 
pujchafing, atid quit the place. Upon their non- 
compliance, they have been threatened and abufed 
in the moft vile and grofs terms, and the Walher- 
mjen employed in whitening our cloths have been 
a£hially beat, and Peons put on them to prevent 
their going on in their bufinefs. 

Rajah Nobit Roy (to whom our Chief has 
twice complained of thefe proceedings) declares, 
that the perfon who thus infults us, and impedes 
the Company's bufinefs, is independent of him, fo 
that it would feem he is fent by the Nabob mere- 
ly for this purpofc. 
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If foch infolencc is fuffcrcd to pars unnotidecJ, 
we can have no hopes of Gompleating our in- 
vcftment; for who will ferve us, whilft they thcrc-r 
by fubjeft themfelves to fuch feverc and ignoini> 
nious treatment from the country government- 

For the carrying on the Company's bufinefs, ic 
is evident, we muft be obliged to repel force by 
force, and fliall do fo, unlefs wc receive your 
Honour's, &c. orders to the contrary-

WE muft beg leave to obfervc to you, tb^t 
within thefe few days cVcty boat which 
we have fent out of the river, has btfen ftopt at 
the different Chokeys notwithftandirtg they have 
the ChiePs Duftuck 5 oUr Gomaftahs and people 
Confihed and ufed ill, and a very exorbitant duty 
demanded, and Our fti'vants in general greatly In- 
fulted all over the country. Upon our fending 
to fome of thefe placed to enquire the reafon of 
this extraordinary behaviour, anfwer was given, 
that they had orders from the Nabob to ftop 
and demand duties from every Englifll boat that 
paifed, . and on no account to let them go free, 
as the Englilh Duftuck was now of no confe* 
quence in the country ; and for this pumofe the 
force at every Chokey is augmented. This has 
occafioned an entire ftoppage to our trade, great- 
ly to the detriment of our private fortunes, as we 
have now large quantities of goods detained at 
the different Chokeys, which we cannot get rc- 
leafed, unlefs we fubmit to pay the extravagant 
cuftom they require -, and were we to do that, our 
boats are liable to be ftopt at the very nieXt Cho- 
key, and the fame duty again demanded. Of thefe 
* circumftances we think it rtecelfary to inform you, 
and hope fpeedy meafures will be taken to procure 
' us redrefs. W^ ^^^ under daily apprehenfions, 
that a cuftom will be demanded on our cloth pur- 
chafes, which muft be of great prejudice to our 
honourable employers.

Sir, wherever that gentleman has an opportu- 
nity he fails not to make complaints of his bud- 
nefs. As he has found my officers in no inflance 
faulty, he has wrote to you the impertinences and 
complaints of the walhermen. You well know, 
that the walhermen pay no duties, and that the 
Aumils have no authority to interrupt them, or 
prevent their wafliing and dreffing the cloths. Was 
thiis affair really true, he would have informed 
Rajah Nobit Roy of it, and he would immedi- 
ately have wrote to the Aqmil about it j but as it 15 
altogether without foundation, he chufes to make 
a falfe complaint to you. Do you yourfelf con- 
fider this affair. Neverthelefs, I have fent (irift 
orders to the Rajah to write to the Aumil, that he 
on no account obftruft the currency of the Com-, 
pany's bufinefs, and that on application from the 
Comaftahs of the Factory he affords them due aid 
and affiflance. 

The Board having received the accounts of du-

WE have received your letter of the ninth in- 
ftant, and are thereby glad to find, that 
the interruptions of the trade, which have happen- 
ed towards Dacca, Luckypoor, and Chittagong, 
arc only apparently owing to the* bad conduft and 
ill difpofidon of the coUedtor Mahomed Aly. We 
make no doubt therefore, but a reprefentation from 
you to the Nabob of this man's bad behaviour 
will be a means of obtaining ample fatisfa£tion and 
rcftltution for all lofles fuftaincd in that quarter ; 
and as we hear, that the trade in the countries of 
Purnca and Rungpoor has likewife met with great 
interruptions, we muft beg leave particularly to 
recommend to your attention the getting thefe bb- 
ftruftions alfo removed, and obtaming retaliation 
for the loifes of any individuals who may make 
their complaints to you. 

We have forwarded to Dacca the orders to be 
delivered to Mahomed Aly, and have dcfired the 
gentlemen there to write to Luckypoor, and Chit- 
ts^ong, of the receipt and tenor of thefe orders, 
and afterwards of the efFcft they may have upon 
Mahomed Aly's conduft. 

We have under this date wrote to Patna with a 
copy of the Nabob's letter, and direftions agree- 
able to what you advife ; but we muft beg leave 
to obferve, that the terms in which the Nabo|> 
makes mention of Mr. Ellis are indecent and very 
improper, and ought not to be encouraged. Wc 
have too good an opinion of Mr. Ellis's veracity

OUR Gomaftah Ramchurn-dofs being gone 
into thofe parts meets with obftruftions from 
you in whatever bufinefs he undertakes; more- 
over, you have publifhed a prohibition to this 
cfFedt, that whoever (hall have any dealings with 
the Englifli, you will feize his houfe, and lay a fine 
upon him. In this manner have you prohibited 
the people under your jurildiftion. We were fur- 
prifed at hearing of this affair, becaufe that the 
Koyai Firmaund, which the Engliih nation is pof- 
feflfed of, is violated by this proceeding ; but the 
Englifh wiH by no means fuffcr with patience their 
Firmaund to be broke through. We therefore 
expeft, that upon the receipt of this letter, you 
will take off the order you have given to the 
Ryots ; and in cafe of your not doing it, we will 
certainly write to the Nabob in the name of the 
Englifh, and fend for fuch an order from him, that 
you (hall reftore fully and entirely whatever lofs the 
Enjgliih have fuftained, or fhall fuftain by this 
obftru^ion, and that you (hall repent having thus 
interrupted our bufinefs in fpite of the Royal Fir- 
maund. After reading this letter we are pcrfuaded 
. you will dcfift from interrupting it, will ad a- 
greeably to the rules of friendflbip, and fo that 
your amity may appear, and will by ru) means 
ftop the Company's Duftuck,

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R>3* ^^ 9f ^ Letter from the Governor 
and Mr^ Hailings to the CounciL 

Dated 15 Dec. 1762*' 

WE have had many conferences with the 
Nabob on the fubjeA of the late coni^ 
plaints, which appear to have been chiefly occa-» 
iioned by the private inland trade, or thie trade 
irom place to place in th^ country. He enlargeil 
much 00 the licentioufnefs and c^reffion exer^ 
died by pur Gomaftahs, eipecially in thofe diftanc 
parts of die province where his government is k6 
cftablifhed, and too renK)te for our entries ini9 
their behaviour. He urged, that the trade of 
thofe parts conflfted chiefly in articles produced 
and fold in the country, fron» which former Na- 
bobs had always reftrained aU Europeans, and tp 
which he did not conceive that we could claiig 
any right from our Firmaund. 

We agree with the Nabob in opinion, that 
the true intent and natural meaning dF the Fir^ 
xnaund, granted to the Company, was to give 
to them and their fervants a free trade, dear^^aU 
cuftoms, in all aftiqles of commerce to beio^x^t^ 
cd or exported by fliij^ping* From fuch coqh 
roerce a mutual benefit is. derived to 'our 
country and to this ; but the trade from place to 
place in the country in laU, betel-nut, tobacco, 
aiid other commodities produced here, brii^ 
ing no general benefit to the ^country, but .10 
particulars only who had the fame in their hands } 
we do not think the Firmaund cao be un- 
derilx)od. to include thefn within the priv|l<s;^of 
the Duftuck, or to grant us a right to tJ»dc the«^ 
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in on * any other footing than the natives them- 
felvcs ; that is, paying the ufual cuftoms to the 
government ; for if we have k rightto trade there* 
in cuiVom-free, and the natives imift pay ciiftoms, 
it follows, that no one but omfelvcs could carry 
on any trade, which we cannot fuppofc the Fir* 
tnaund intended. 

ft is fad, that the Nabobs 'of thefe provinces 
did formerly reftrain the Europeans from carrying 
On this trade iiptm tfrty footing* '^ndby jferttring 
tmt the feveral artickfs *fd paffiidular merchants, 
drew to thtmfclycs atoWfideraMe revenue. 
^ After the defeat ftnd dcaAof Ser&jah Doulav 
:knd the eftabliflimettt df Jtfficr Aly Cawn in the 
Subafhip, by the afliftance of the EngHfti, we be^ 
Igan to tiike a fhare of tWs trade, which ftare has 
been fWm day to day increafing. It has however 
always been a febjcft of -dJfputfe with the country 
governrticnt, our right never having been adinitted 
'by thfem, Tibr regularly claimed fend eftabliftied by 
\is ; arid the government's duties have generally 
been paid. 

But 

• The Company in their anfwer «> the totopkints of thfe

Jjiaunds ; the ^fign of which was, to admit European traders 

fo the fame freedom of trading with the Mogul's own fubje^fls, 

and furely not to a better. 
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But not content with this, the Englifh Go* 
maftahs in different parts have lately begun to 
infift upon this trade as a FirmaUnd jprivil^e c^ 
quaUy with the foreign trade, and refufed to pay 
any cuftoms. The government's people on their 
part demanded thecuftoms, and upon refufal ftopt 
the goods ; and this conteft has been the occafion 
of many of the complaints received by us and 
the Nabob* 

As on t]ie one hand, we do not fee any reafbn 
why the Englilh gentlemen and other inhabitants 
of Calcutta, and the fubordinate FaAories, fhould 
carry od the inland trade with the Company^s 
Duftuck, or in any re^ed more advantageoufly 
than the country merchants; fb on the other hand, 
we think it would be a great hardfiiip, if we ai\d 
all belonging to us were not admitted upon an 
equality v^i^h the merchants and inhabitants of 
other parts of Bengal, and fufFered to trade on 
equal terms in all commodities, and in all places, 
provided our agents and Gomaftahs do not fet up 
for magiftratcs in the country, and carry on their 
bufinefs by force and oppreflion. Fradices of this 
fort in many of the Engliih agents and Gomaftahs^ 
and an abufe on the part of the Nabob's ojfHcers of 
the power put into their hands for the reftraint of 
fuch praftices, have been the caufes of the many 
complaints lately received. 

In thefe fentiments the regulations we have pro- 
pofcd to the NaboT? for fixing the manner of car- 
rying on this trade in future, and preventing any 
difputes between his officers and our agents and 
Gomaflahs, are as follows : 

S,g. — I. That for all trads imported or to be 
exported by (hipping, the Company's Duftucks 
fliall be granted, and it fliall pa& unmolefted and 
free of cuftoma as ufual. 

II. For 
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II. For all trade from one place in the country: 
to another in commodities produced in thecountry^^ 
as fait, betel-nut, tobacco, &c. the Company's 
Duftuck fhall not be granted, but it fhall go with 
the Duftuck of the Buckflibunder, Shahbunder, 
or other officer of the country government. 

III. That at the time of takins out the faid 
Dufhick, and before thedifpatchot the goods, the 
duties fhall be paid according to the rates which 
Ihall be particularly fettled and annexed to this a- 
greemenc. 

IV. That the faid duties fo to be paid before 
exportation (hall be the whole that are to be paid^ 
to that after the difpatch of the goods nothing 
fhall be paid at any Chokeys in the road, nor at 
the place of fale. 

V. That all goods being furnilhed either with 
the Company's Duftuck, or that of the govern- 
ment, (hall meet with no obftruftion or delay. 
The guards and Chokeys on the road fiiall have 
nothing more to do than to demand a fight of the 
Duftucic, unlefs they Ihall obferve the boats to be 
laden with a larger quantity of goods than are 
mentioned in the Duftuck, or with other forts of 
goods than thofe mentioned in the Dufluck \ in 
which cafe they are to give immediate notice to the 
nearelt Englilh Fa6tory, as well as to the neareft 
officer of the government, that orders may be fent 
to have a ilrid: examination, but they are not to 
detain them in the road. 

VI. If any one ftiall attempt to pafs goods with- 
out a Duftuck, either from the government or 
the Company, or {hall clandeftincly procure a 
Company's Duftuck to pafs fait, tobacco, or other 
produce of the country, from place to place for 
inland trade, fuch goods (hall be feized andconfif- 
cated. The guards and Chokeys in the road arc 
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to ftop thpm, and to give notkc ta the ncareft 
Englim Fa<5tory, as well as the neardft officer of 
the governrnertt.' ' 

' VII. If any pcrfon not having a Duftuck fliaH 
attempt to pafe boats or goods clandeftinely dndei" 
the cov^er of, and in company with other boats of 
good^ having a Duftuck, fuch boats or goods, fo 
attempted to be paflted clahdeftinely, fhaU be feiz- 
fcd and confifcated. 

VIII The Gomaftahs in eirery place (hill car- 
ry on their trade freely and as merchants, iihd fhaU 
on ilo account uft; force in^ Buying or feiltng. If ^ 
any dilpute arifes in the courfeof their bufirtefs, 
they (hall not attempt t6 redrefs therftfelv^s,' but 
Ihall make their complaint ta the Fougedaf,'eH^ other 
officer of the government, and have the matter 
tried before him. In like fnanner, if any merchant 
or inhabitant fliall be aggrieved by an EngWfh 
Gomaftih, he Ihall makfe his complaint to the 
Fougedar or other officer of the government, and 
the Gomaftah being duly fummoned, (hall appear 
before him to anfwcr to the charge, and have the 
matter determined. 

IX. To deter the Fougedar and other officers 
of the government irom being guilty of any par- 
tiality, they fhali be enjoined to tranfmit to the 
Nabob copies of their proceedings upon all trials^ 
where Ertglilh Agents or Gomaftahs ^re con- 
cerned, and likewife to give a copy to the Agent 
or Gomaftah, who if he thinks himfelf aggrteved 
may fend the fame to his principal, and l>e may 
make his complaint ro the 'Prefidcnt, who, tf the 
caufe requires it, will apply to' the Nab6b for re- 
drefs > and when any Fougedar, or other officer of 
the government, ftiall prove guilty of fuch par- 
tiality, the Nabob Ihall punifli him in riititioft 
exemplary manner, .. i . ^ ^ 

We think it would be unreafonabte to defirfe to 

carry 
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c^rty on the inland trade upon any- other footing 
than that of the merchants of the country, and 
thac the attempting to carry it on free of cuftoms, 
and with the Company's Duftuck, would bring 
^pon u$ univcrfal jeakHify and ill-will, and in tha 
end prejudice the Company's affairs as well as our 
pwn. in the courfe ot our conferences upon this 
fubje^, the Nabob. obfervcd, that, if the EnglilH 
Gomaftahs were permitted xo trade in all p^rts, 
iw:id in all .commodities cyftom-frec» as many of 
them now pr^tpnd, .^h^y ^^uft of courfe draw all 
rhe trade into their own hands, and his cuftoms 
would be of fq li.tde yalue to him, that it would 
be much more for his intercft. to K^v trade entire- 
ly open, and collect no fuftonos for any perfpn 
whatever upon ^Miy kind of merchandize, which 
would draw a number of rherchants into his coun- 
try,, and encreafe his revenues, by encouraging the 
.cultivation and manufadure of a.larger quantity of 
goods for iale \ at the fame time, that (he added) 
.it . would cffedually cut off the principal fubjcdt 
of the difputes which had difturbed the good un- 
derftanding between us, an objed that he had 
more than any other at heart. This fcheme wc 
difcouragpd all in our power, as it would imme- 
,diately render the Duftuck ufelefs, and prejudice 
.pur honourable mailer's bufincfs, by enhancing the 
number ofpurchafers; and it is an argument why 
.we ought readily to confent to thf regulation now 
propofed, not to rifk hurting the Company's in- 
terelt for our own private advantage. 

The Nabob dcfires our orders may be repeated, 
that none of the Company's Servants, their A- 
gents, Gomaftahs, ov other perfons employed by 
tliem, Iha^l be permitted to hold offices under the 
country government, nor to purchafe, rent, or 
hold lands, gunge, or markets, nor to lend mo- 
ney to the Zcipindars or CoUcftors, as all thefe 
0^2 aie 
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trcfourcesof difputes between the Company's pco-^ 
pie and the government's. 

We have fent to Mr. Helas the Nabob's orders 
for the free purchafe of the timbers wanted 
for the new fort, and the Nabob has exprefled to 
Sheer Aly, the Fougedar of that diftridl, his high- 
eft difpleaiure at the obftruftions he before laid in 
his way, and the ill treatment which the Englilh 
Gomaftahs in general complained of from him. 

Inclofed, we fend the Nabob's orders to Maho- 
med Aly the Colledtor of the Dacca diftrifts, en- 
joining him to releafe all boats that may be ftopt 
by him or any perfon under his jurifdiftion \ to 
demand for cuftoms nothing more than has hither- 
to been paid upon the Inland trade of thofe parrft, 
and to refund all that may have been extorted 
beyond that ; likcwife another prder to the fame 
perfon, requiring him to tranfmit a more circum- 
Ilantial account of the difpute between the uncle 
and nephew abodt the Zemindary of Baboopoor, 
and how it happened that three or four or our 
Seapoys were killed there. But as both in this 
affair, and that of Tan^poor dependent on* Pur- 
nea, where one of Mr. Gray's Gomaftah's was 
killed, a fevere example feems highly neceffary ; 
we have agreed with the Nabob to fend a perfon 
on our part along with one of his to inquire upon 
the fpot, and bring a full and impartial account of 
each of thefc events, and the Nabob has promif- 
cd to punifh his people with the utmoft fevericy, 
if they prove to be as guilty as they now appear. 
Mr. Haftings will go to Tangcpoor to finim that 
inquiry, and we defire that you will direft Mr. Bil- 
lers to produce the neceflary proofs to the perfon 
who may be appointed by the Nabob to inquire 
concorning the other affair. 
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T^'^.^'^-'^TranJlation of a Letter from the Na- 
bob to the Governor. 

AS there are many places within the Pergun- 
nas, in the provinces of Bengal and Bahar, 
much opprefled by the Englifli Company's Go- 
maftahs and fervants, I Ihall trouble you to write 
to the Chiefs of Coflim bazar, Dacca, Luckypoor, 
Malda, Patna, &c. not to give Duftucks, or per- 
mit any one to hoift Englim colours befides what 
arc granted for the Company's (hip-merchandize ; 
that on whatever goods of this country they pur- 
chafe 'and fell, they (hall pay duties for the lame 
as other merchants, and receive a Duftuck from 
the Sircar, and may pafs and repafs, only giving 
a copy of their Duftuck at every gaut ; that they 
Ihould ufe no force in the purchafe and fale of 
goods, nor take pofleflion of the houfcs and go- 
lahs belonging to the ryots and merchants. . . The 
muflelmep merchants pay a duty of 9 per cent, 
at the gauts and place of purchafe^ &c. you will 
alfo appoint the fame duty. «... Let not any one 
impede the diloUs and weavers of the Sircar, at 
the Aurungs of Dacca, Rad^nuggur, Kirpay, 
Nuddia, Moorihedabad, Malda, Caulygaum, 
&c. where the Sircar may freely purchafe, nor in- 
jure and opprefs the inhabitants of the Pergunnas, 
nor proteft the ryots, merchants, renters^ and 
fervanta of the Government, nor detriment the 
revenues. . • . As the Company's Gomaftahs make 
fait at Sundcep, &c. I defire you will write to 
them not to make any more there, but like 
other merchants to purchafe it from the Molung- 
hics at the market price. . . . You will direft the 
gentlemen, Gomaftahs, Muttafuddies, and Moon- 
ftiies, and other officers of the Englifti Company, 
to relinquifti their farms, taalucs, gunges, arid 
0^3 golahs^ 
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golahs, and not take any in future ; to afford na 
protedion to any one; upon proof to receive 
back the money they paid for their purchafes} 
not to borrow from, or lend to the Mutt^fuddies, 
AumilSi Zemindars, or other dependents of the 
Government; not to coin any money at the Moor'^ 
fhedabad, Dacca, or Patna mints, as it occafions 
a lofs to the Sircar, but to coin their money at 
Calcutta. . • . In the Pergunftas of Cuddy-bary, 
and Caloo baboo-para, and my other Jaghcer 
lands under the jurifdiftion of Affam, the reve- 
nues formerly amounted to 40,000 rupees, arifing 
from the trade of fait, large timbers, and fevcral 
bther articles ; the Government's people uTed to 
carry oo^ the commerce there, and no other mer- 
chants were permitted to traffick with the Moun- 
taineers. Two years ago, Mr. Chevalier went 
there, and he has put an entire rtop to the trade 
of the Sircar, and himfelf trafficks with the 
Mountaineers, from whence $ lofs arifes to my re- 
venues; and be forcibly feizes the taalucdars and 
ryots of the aforefaid Pergunnas to make them 
draw timbers, by which means they are brought 
to the laft diftrefs. ... In the Pergunnas of Gopal- 
poor, and Dukhun-bar-poor, and other diftrids 
where fait is made ; the people of the Company*s 
Fadtory work the fait- pans, and they take poffef- 
fion of all the fait which the Molunghies of other 
Pergunnas have made, by^ which means I fuffer 
a very great lofs. Moreover, they oblige the ry- 
ots to receive money from them for purchafing 
rice, and by force and violence they take more 
than the market-price aflFords, and the ryots are 
running away on account of thefe c^reflions. 
For many years it has been cuftomary for the 
Culhmecr merchants to advance money at Sun- 
derbun, and provide Molunghies to work the 
falt-paris there ; they paid the rent for the* fait- 
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pans tt the fcveral Pergunnas, and the duties on 
the fait, which were paid at Barryfcul Cbokey be- 
longing to the Shahbunder, amounted to near 
30,000 rupee? ; at prefent, ^hc people of the Fac-. 
tory have difpoffcfTed the Culhmeer merchants^ 
and haye appropriated all the falc to thetnfelves. 
J^leafeto write to the Gomaftahs of the aforefaid 
places to defift from cxercifing any authority there% 

Tjj.a. — ^^Tranjlation of the Governor's An- 
fwer to the above Letter *. 

IHave been honoured with the receipt of your 
Excellency's letter, and underi'tand the feveral 
contents. Agreeably to your defire, I will write 
to the Chiefs of the Faflories, to grant a Compa* 
ny's Duftuck upon the purchafe and fale of all 
Ihipping goods, and that they fhould deal like 
other merchants in fuch goods as are bought and 
fold in different parts of the country for the inland 
trade, . . . That they muft not give a Company's 
Duftuck, but muft pay a duty of 9 per cent, up- 
on the purchafe of the goods, in lieu of all de- 
mands at the Chokeys, &c. into the Buklhbunder, 
or Shahbunder, and take a Duftuck from thence^ 
and not be guilty of any violence or extortion. I 
hope that you, on your part, will give orders to 
the Fougedars and other officers of the Sircar> 
that they are not to give any interruption to the 
purchafe arid fale of ihipping-goods, with which 
there will be a Company's Duftuck, nor to make 
the leaft demand upon them ; and that they muft 
by no means interrupt the purchafe and fale of 
the inland trade, but muft grant a Duftuck for

• The Prcfident left Monghecr the 27th of December, t6» 
return to Calcutta, immediately after the delivery of thia 
letter to the Nabob. 
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the goods after having taken the ftjpolatcd duty 
upon the purchafe price agreeably to your com- 
mands ; and that the Darogasof the Chokeys muft 
only uke a copy of the Duftuck, and make no 
demands. 

I have already wrote to all the Chiefs of the 
Fadories, not to oppreis the ryots and inhabitants 
of the Pergunnas, nor proted: your dependents, 
nor make any difturbance in the afiairs of the 
Sircar. I will now again write particularly to the 
Chiefs I and frefh orders (hall likewife be lent to 
the fcveral Gamaftahs, to defift from fuch pro- 
ceedings ; to look upon the officer of the Sircar,, 
as the proper magiftrate ; and in cale of any dif- 
turbances or difputes, to appear before him and 
there fettle them. You will give orders to your 
Fougedars and officers, that they muft behave 
to the Gomaftahs with truth and uprightneis, and 
a6l without partiality ; if any one makes a com- 
plaint againft a Gomaftah, that they muft fend 
for the Gomaftah, and decide the difpute; and in 
cafe of a Gomaftah's making any complaint, that 
they muft take that likewife into confideratioUi 
and decide it. 

I have wrote to the Chiefs of Chittagong and 
Luckypoor, that they muft not. work the fait- 
pans chemfelves, nor interrupt the merchants and 
renters of the fair-pans who pay the government's 
rents, but purchafe from' them whatever they 
want to purchafe •, I accordingly- fend you inclofcd 
two letters for the faid Chiefs. ^ 

Orders (hall be fent t(5 tha Chiefs and Gomaftahs 
of the Fadtories, not to rent nor purchafe any lands, 
nor to lend to, nor borrow gioney from the Zemin* 
dars and officers of the Sircar, and that they muft 
give up whatever Taalucs they may have hereto- 
fore purchafed. You will pleafe to give orders, 
that the purchafe-money Ihould be returned i-*- 

* but 
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but I have received complaints from feveral places^ 
that the officers of the Sircar infill upon the 
former colledions, and bcat^ and bind, and im- 
prifon the people. Such proceedings are contrary 
tojuftice; you will therefore give them orders to 
return the purchafe- money, and by no means to de- 
mand the pafl" accounts. 

The Chiefs and Gomaftahs of the Faftories. 
ftiall be ftriftly enjoined not to obltruft the dilolls 
and weavers of the Sircaf. 

If it is not agreeable to you* that the money ancj 
bullion of the Engliih gentlemen and Gomaftahs^ 
Ihould be coined in the Patna and Dacca mints^ and 
it occafions a lofs to the Sircar, you will give 
orders to your Drogas there, not to receive from 
them any money or bullion for coining ; yet the 
Shroffs, upon being acquainted with this, will de- 
mand as much batta as they pleafe, by which 
means the Company's bufinefs will be ftopt; I 
hope, therefore, that yoU will write to the Naibs 
of Moorlhedabad, Patna, and Dacca, that the 
money of the Englifli Company and gentlemen 
muft pay batta according to the rate of the Bazar, 
and that they muft punilh the Shroffs in cafe of 
their demanding riiore. 

The Gomaftahs at Gwalpara, fhall be ftriftly 
charged to carry on their commercial bufinefs as 
formerly, and not to trade thcmfelves with the 
Mountaineers, but. to' make all their purchafes 
and fales throOgh tfie'*^ hands of the Droga of the 
Sircar. You wil( pleafe *to eojoin the Drpga ta 
deal with the EnglifK' Gomaftahs in the fame 
manner as with other merchants. 

The foUovying is a copy of the Prefident*s anfwer 
to the Patna Deputy's reprcfentations, of which 
anfwer Mr. Ellis had a copy.

Dated 5 Jarv. 1 763. 

IHavc read your feveral papers of rcquefts. A- 
grecably to what you write concemmg t\vc abo- 
lifhing of Colonel gunge^ I have direded Mr. El- 
lils to abolilh it ; accordingly, from this day, the 
merchants ha^e bcca forbidden to bring their 
goods to the faid Gunge ; but as it is neceflary to 
keep a fmall quantity of grain, on the Company's 
account, that it may be ufed in a time of fcarciry, 
I have therefore dircdlcd Mr. Ellis to build Go- 
lahs on fuch places as you ihali affign for that pur-* 
pofe, and to purchafe from the merchants of Co* 
lonel-gunge 20,000 maunds of grain to be laid up 
there on the Company's account ; after which, 
whatever quantity they may have remaining^ they 
may fell agreeably to their own pleafure, or carry 
it to the government's Gunges, and layit up there« 
If they dcfif e to ferve the Company as heretofore, 
it*s well ; and if they are defirous of fettling in 
any of the Sircar's Gunges, they have liberty fo 
to do. When you have fixed upon a place for 
creding the Golahs, you will fend a fervant with 
a note to Mr. Ellis, and you will allow what dme 
may be neceflary for removing the grain from 
the old Golahs to the new ones, that no unrca-» 
fonable lofs may fall upon the merchants. 
^ With regard to whatyour write about not holding 
any Taalucs, nor lending to, nor borrowing from 
the officers and Zemidars, orders have been given 
to this purport, and I underftand that no body has 
done fuch things \ however, I have now repeated 
thofe orders.

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You fay that numbers of merchants carry away 
goods for fale under the protection of the Fatftory, 
and that I (hould enquireinto this matter. ...It has 
of 6ld been cuftomary that a Duftuck fhould be 
granted with whatever cloth, &c, is purchafcd by 
the merchants from the Englifli Company and 
gentlemen, and that they fhould accordingly carry 
away the goods and fell them wherever they pleafe* 
This is no new cuftom, and this is the only pra- 
ccdlion offered them. 

You complain that the merchants carry away 
goods, the produce of this country, from the Fac- 
tory into the provinces. • . . With regard to fuch 
goods as are bought and ibid in the country, the 
Nabob and I have agreed, that a certain duty (hall 
be paid for them at once, according to the pur- 
chafe price; when this regulation (hall every where 
take place^no duties willbe demanded upon the road. 

I underfland what you write about fhutting up ' 
the Burbanna wicket of the Fort, and concerning, 
the intrcnchmcnt fay the river fide, and I iiave feen 
both the places in qucftion. • The intrenchment 
by the river fide is very proper ; as to the fhutting 
the wicket, though there does not appejar to be 
any great necelTity for it, and- the going round a- 
bout will be an inconvenience to the people of the 
Faftory •, neverthelefs, as it is the Nabob's order, 
do it whenever you pleafe, no body will ob- 
ftruft you. 

Zein-ul-aubudeen, the Aumil of Bahar, writes, 
that a Gomaftah of the Factory took an obliga- 
tion from one Deynehund a merchant, that no- 
body fhould buy Opium befides the Englifh Fac- 
tory. I afked the Aumil in your prefence, and in 
that of feveral merchants, whether he had a copy 
of the obligation or not -, he anfwered, that Dyne- 
hund complainedto him, that ** Benymadoo an En- 
•* glifh Gomaflah had taken an obligation from 

." him, 
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*' him, and had forbid him trading in Opium, 
" and that therefore, it could not be expedted 
** he Ihould pay the ufual duties :" and that he 
ihewed him a copy of the obligation, but did not 
leave it with him. Now, it is uncertain whether 
this ftory be true, or whether the merchant was 
prompted by his own intereft to impofe upon the 
Aumil, that he might avoid paying the duties. It 
is therefore proper, you (hould fend for the mer- 
chant and enquire into the affair, in prefence of 
Mr. Ellis, whom I have dircfted to inflift a pro- 
per punilhment upon the Gomaftah, in cafe the 
complaint is proved ; and in cafe it appears to be 
falfe, you pn your part fhould inflidk a proper pu- 
nifliment upon the merchant. 

With regard to the Sircar's fait, that is in the 
hands • of- Meer Mahomed AfhrufF, it appears 
from t1ie account he ihewed me, that he has ia 
different places difpofed of 23,596 maunds, and 
tliat he has now remaining upon his hands 27,333 
maunds : I enquired of him in your prefei^e what 
was the reafon of hit having difpofed of fo fmall 
a quantity only in fuch a length of time *, he re- 
plied, that *' in many places there was fait be- 
*• longing to Englifh gentlemen, and it was not 
** in his power to flop the fale of their merchan- 
** dize, in order to difpofe of the Sircar's-, and 
/* that notwithflanding the obligation entered 
•* into by the merchants of the city, the ofHce^s 
*• of feveral of the neighbouring places did not 
** put a flop to the bufinefs of other merchants, 
" fo that it was impoflible he fhould fell , the 
" Government's fait at an advanced price, whillt 
** they fold their's at the former price."^ Aatl>e 
bufinefs of the merchants of the city has been 
ftopt here for three or four months, by which 
they have fuffered greatly, and as they will be en- 
tirely ruined if their bufinefs continues to be io 
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ftopt, I would therefore advifc you to take back 
what fait of the Sircar's remains unfold, and to 
difpofe of it at the market price, for the Nabob 
will by no means approve of injuring the mer* 
chants. You fhould examine Meer AmrufPs ac- 
count, Avhether he has fold agreeably thereunto, 
or niore than is therein fpecified ; in cafe he has 
fold more, it is reafonablc that you fhould take 
from him whatever money he has received for it ; 
but if his account be juft, he is not in fault ; receive 
the money from him accordingly, and make no 
further demands ; I fliall acquaint the Nabob of 
all thefe particulars, and he will inform you of 
his pleafure. 

You defire Mr. Ellis may be diredted not to fend ' 
any money or bullion to the mint to becoined. This 
affair is within the limits of your authctrity •, give 
orders to the Droga of the mint, not to -Vecisive 
any money or bullion that may be brought by the 
fervants of the Faftory to be coined, and write to 
Mr. Ellis, that if he chufes it, you will coin money 
for him on the fame terms as for other merchants, 
or elfe that he may exchange it at the Bazar price. 

I underfland what you write concerning the re- 
venues of Burrumpoor village, and Nuzzurana for 
the falt-petre •, fome thoufand rupees were at dif- 
ferent times paid by the Company to Rajah 
Ramnarain's army, of which I faw the particulars 
in the Company's books j and I have direfted Mr*. 
Ellis to make out the account, and after having 
dedufted Rajah Ramnarain*s debt, to pay the bal- 
lance into the Sircar's treafury. • 

It is proper, that you fhould look upon me as ' 
one interefled in your welfare, and let me have 
the pleafure of hearing from you every now and 
then.

J obferve what you mention concerning the in- 
land trade, to Mr. Haftings and me jointly. The 
.Compa^y'9 Duftgck never having been granted 
for tfiofc articles of trade by any former Governors, 
ncit|:icr ihal] 1 think myfclf empowered to grant 
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them without the orders of our honourable maA 
ters ; and therefore to prevent our being liable to 
have our goods ftopt for duties at many diSkrtnt 
places, as is the cafe with the country merchants, 
I wifhed to have thofe duties made up:t« th^ 
moft reafonable manner into one SutAi ta be paid 
at one place before the difpatch of thb*goods« 
After getting what informations^ we could, I agreed 
wjth the Nabob, that they ihould be rated 4ie 9 
per cent, upon the purchafe prictt which bettig 
paid before the difpatch of dwi goods, and the 
Duftuck of the country Government taken, they 
ihould be liable to no further demands throughout 
the three provinces. You will obierve, * that this 
is lefs than what the Luckypoor gentlemen in the^r 
letter of the 6th of November laft mention, they 
have always paid upon fait and tobacco, whkrh 
are ^the principal objefts of this trade. In my 
way down, I took an account from the agents 
of fome Patna and Hougly merchants of wh«t 
they had paid, and were liable to pay for the fait 
under their charge, by which you will perceive 
that the Sircary duties only, without reckoning the 
' Duftore taken at the feveral Chokeys, amount, by 
the lowcft of the feveral informations, to morfc 
than 25 rupees per 100 maunds. I have fent a 
Copy of this account to the Nabob, and recom* 
mended to him to free the merchants in general 
from fuch a variety of demands, by receiving 
from them in like manner a reafonable rate of 
cuftoms in one place only.

E I N G called upoa by the council of this

ifa. I think proper, with the omfent of the gentle- 
men here> to adtlrefs myfclf to the Board on thia 
bccafion *, and at the fame time do declare thet 
pleafure it affords me, to vindicate any part of 
my CDDdudb that may appear dark or myfterious 
helbfe <b juft a tribunal 

- The letter addreflcd to Mahomed Aly wat 
wrote and ftnt to him the 9th of Odtober, a copy 
of which, and hitanfwcr, 1 forwarded to Mr. Vaa 
Sittart. The faffte was received by that gentle- 
man during his abode at the French gardens. 
• When an entire into-ruption was put to all com- 
merccv mir fervwits plundered and ufed iH, the 
flag gfofsly ihfdted even in the city, and almOfl} 
under owr eyes, when our intercourfe to Calcutta 
by letters was pne time ftopt, in what (hape waa 
i to aft btrt in the manner 1 did ? Mahomed Aly 
wras pointed out by the whole coimtry, as tho 
principal enrourager of thefe grievances a^ infults, 
in my applying to hhn for redrefs by the DewSn 
and Vackeel of the Faftory, he conftantly denied 
hairing the leaft hand in them. I therefore thought 
it beft in fuch a fituatton of affairs^ to apply my^ 
fcif to him by letter, and to demand iipofitive de- 
claration as to the caufc of thefe difturbances. The 
anfwer was fuch as might be expefted from an irt- 
triguing man, in every refped cvafive and unfatis- 
faftory. 

You think, gentlemen, the ftile of my letter 
was rather improper, and tending to promote thofe 
evils which you have taken fo much pains to re- 
medy, namely, a jealoufy and diftruft. I muft 
beg leave, gentlemen, to diflent from you m this 
opinion, and maintain, that the extravagant and 
vexatious behaviour of the government was the 
caufc of thofe evils, and rsdicd,! may venture to fay, 
both jealoufy and diftruft in every brieaft. In fuch 
a conjun&ure, I think, an Engliihman cannot

With refpedt to Aflam, we muft bi:^ l(^vc to 
obferve, that the Nabob, or his Fpugedar of Run* 
gamatty, can have no more right to^re^fatethcf 
tern>s of our commerce withit^ rtitittii of that 
country than with thofe of ChiAa. AH .tHe power 
he exerts over our Gomaftahs is- arbitrary arid op- 
prcflive, and neither juftice or ancient cuftbms 
can warrant fuch abufts, ^ regulate his officers in 
the coUefting of taxes. ; The whole direftion is 
now referred to his Drbga rf Rdnframatty. No 
duties have ever yet been paid on Lac^ks, Mug- 
gadooties, and othin- gpods bought from Aflam: 
thofe goods may furely be efteemed imports, when 
they are brought info fi<!fngaU and may be intitied 
to our Duftucks. 

All our privileges, all our fortunes, and future 
profpcds, depend upon the refult of your delibera- 
tion on thefe points ; and we hope, let what wiH 
be your fenrimciws, yOu will be pleafed to fulpend 
the execution of them till our prefcnt concerns are 
colleded in^ with our ancient indulgences. No 
treaty of commerce in any country has been car- 
ried into execution, or frefh duties levied, without 
a pluvious declaration, for as long a term as was 
aciequate to the fetdement of thofe concerns that 
were to be influenced by fuch new regulations % and 
we flatter ourfclves, that we (hall not become ob* 
jefts of unexampled fcverity on this occafion. The 
trade of the fervants has ever been thought wor* 
thy of our prote(5Uon, and we hope, if particular 
branches are now to be given up, we (hall (till be 
indulged with the influence of your authority, and 
privifcge of our Duftuck, till we can fini(h our 
prefent engagements^ If you refufe us this rc- 
queft, gentlemen, you undo us at once, as the

I wmder Ihould eicape your cenfure, much mort 
that they ihould gain your approbation* 

The honourable the Court of Diredton, as yell 
.as their fervants here, have always underftood a 
diftinftion between the trade in articles imp^rted^ 
and to be exported \yj Jhipping and the privase in- 
land trade ; that is, the trade from place to place 
in the country, in commodities produced and con*' 
funded in the country, of which fait, betel-nut, 
^d tobacco, are the chief articles. For t\it former 
trade, the Companfs Duftuck has always been 
granted; but the latter has been carried on 
with the Duftuck of the country govemmen)^ and their 
duties paid ; but thofe duties being different at 
difl^rent places, and even varied at the fame 
place, according to the difpofition and authority of 
the Nabob's Colledlor, and the degree of force 
with which theEnglifli Gomaftah could back his 
refufal, a fixed regulation was thought neceflary 
to prevent the numberlefs difputes, occafioned by 
this commerce in different paru of the province. 
Our honourable maftcrs have exprclsly ordered 
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fo more than one of their letters, that the trade m 
$dt^ and betel-nut, ihall not be carried on to tte 
prgudke of the rerenues of the country govern- 
ment ; and yourfelves, gentlemen, in your letter 
of the i 5th of November, tranfmitted me a 119: 
of the Shawbunder duties ufuall/ paid by the 
gendemen at Luckypoor upon fait and tobacop^ 
m order to aflifl: me " in finally fetiling tbtfe mat* 
iers wtb the Nab$b ufon a JpUd^plan)* Can that 
jdan be ibiid where nothing is fixed, and where 
the Engliih Gomaftahs (hall be under no contiK)ol» 
but regarding themfelves far above the magiftratei 
of the country whene they refide, take upon tbem« 
felves to dedde not only their own difputes wkk 
the merchants and inhabitants, init thoft alfo df 
one merchant or inhabitant with another ; or 18 
it 'pc^ible the government can co}k& their due 
revenues in fuch circumftances? 

The plan for carrying on the private inland 
trade, contained in my letter to the Nabob, is the 
faxxyt in fubftance as the articlte which, in my joint 
katterwith Mr. HafHngs of the 15th of Decent^ 
faer, we mention to h^ propoied to the Nabok 
It is ftich a plan, as ^tvacdi to us to be mod cm- 
fermable to the Company's intentions in refped to 
that trade, naofi: confident with the rights and true 
inteix^fts of their fervmts bercy and with common 
readbn and equity. And I call on you, gentlemen, 
in the firifc f^ace, to prove that I have ^ffumei a 
rigi^ U which I was n$ ways autborizedy that the 
ftgulations propofed, are diAenourable io you as 
t^Ufi>menj or tend tt> the ruin of alt fubttck tfr 
private trade ; wWch are the terms in which you 
have been pleafed to express your opinion,: and 
fei the fecond plaice, to form a plan yourfelves which 
fliall be more conformable to the gobd purpofe be- 
fore -mditioned, and, without regard to which,! am 
|)erftiadcd ow honourable matters will not give the 
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f^p&ion of their approbation to this new tnufe $ 
fotm fuch a plan, gentlemen, and I will fubicribe 
to it with pleafure, and engage the Nabob fhall 
do fo too. 

For my own part I think, that the honour and 
dignity of our nation would be better confulted 
by a fcrupulous and careful reftraint of our Duf* 
tuck, than by extending it beyond its ufual 
bounds, and by putting our Gomaftahs under 
fome checks, than by fuffering them to exercife 
an ajuthority in the country, every one according 
to the means put into his hands, and thereby 
bringing an odium upon the name of theEngliiht 
by repeated violences done to the inhabitants. 

The Dacca gentlemen, in their letter of the 
loth, reprefent, that they Ihall fuflPer greatly if 
fuch regulations take place. It is not as to the 
duty they complain, but the being obliged to ap- 
ply to the Nabob's officers for Duftucks, and 
naving their Gomaitahs or fervants fubjefted to 
the jurifdi6tion of the Zemindars or other Cutcher* 
Ties. The gentlemen at Calcutta have never 
found any difficulty in getting the Hougly Duf- 
tuck for our fait to go up the country, nor have 
we ever thought it either inconvenient or difho- 
nourable, to apply for it to the officers of the go- 
vernment. This is the only article we deal in here, 
that falls under the diftindion of the inland 
trade. The Dacca gentlemen either do not or 
will not underftand that diftindion. They fay» 
"^ The Chief is enjoined (by tiic governor's -te- 
*' ter to the Nabob) not to give a Duftuck for 
^^ any article that is the produce of Bengal, and 
•* to pay a duty of 9 per <^nt. to the Nabob on 
** every merchandize not brought in or fent by 
*^ fea. The diftindion mentioned in my letter 
to the Nabob is, that all goods imported^ orforox^ 
fortathn by Jhipping^ fliall go as ulual with' the 
Company's Duftuck, and be fiibjed to no kind 
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^ demands ; and all goods the produce of Ms ' 
€Ountry for inland trade^ fhall pay duties to the 
country government and go with their, Duftuck. 
Now the principal articles of this inland trade are^ 
8U Ihave mentioned in all my letters to the Boards 
y2i//, beteUnut^ and tobacco^ frodwced and bought in 
me part of this country, znd fent to other parts of 
the fame countij, for /ale znd confimption. • • Ar^ 
Hcles which before the troubles we were forbid to 
trade in, but in which our influence fince has 
enabled us to deal, although with many objec* 
tlons from the country government, and frequent 
complaints from the country merchants who ufed 
to live by that trade ; however, it has never been 
regarded as a part of our Firmaund privilege, and 
we have been contented to carry it on with the 
Duftucks of the country gwernment^ and paying their 
duties. The prefent regulation is intended only 
fo give us a confirmed right to benefits heretofore 
always difputed, and upon terms which feem to. 
me very reafbnable. 

: Now as to the Gomafl:ahs, it is propofed in 
my letter to the Nabob, that orders fhall be given 
to forbid them injuring the country people and 
inhabitants, or proteding the dependents and fer- 
vants of the Sircar; that in cafe of their having 
a difpute with, or complaint againft any mei'chant 
or inhaUtant of the country^ they fhall lay foch 
difpute or complaint before the officer of the go- 
vernment, to be determined in the proper courfe 
of the jurifdidion of the country. • . • . And in 
like manner, if any one fhould have a difpute 
with, or complaint againfl the Gomaflah, the Go* 
maflah fhall appear before the officer of the go- 
vernment to have it fettled. In both cafes, if 
the Gomaflah thinks himfelf aggrieved by the 
decifion, he may apppeal to his n employer, and 
he to the governor at Calcutta. Nothiog here is 
meant to ^ed, nox can aifed our rights over the 
S 2 w^avcra 
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wnvtrs'who recave adTattors £bf the Company^ 
cloths ; and' whevliaying nothing to do with renti» 
or empbyinetita under the counciy governmeot^ 
are not underftood to be thrir depcadentstor fer* 
vants^ and therefore i may ando^htto be prcv 
ttded agaiofl: any oquft deomndi of the govern^ 
inem's oflktrs, itt^he diibrttom of the Chief of 
the Fadory, t« which they belong* Boc k ia not 
to thde Gomaftah^ ib many a£h of opprcffioa 
are chai^ed^ their bufinefs is pfadn ttd^fim;^; 
they have only to make the ufual adrances to the 
weavers^ and lee that they perform their contra^ } 
tnd being immediately under the eye of one or 
ether of the FaAories, they cannot be ginky of 
great extravagandeau The complaints come from 
the diftant comers c£ the pnmnce, as Rong|)oor5 
Parnea, Dinagepoor^ Rungamatty^, Gua^rah^ 
SlHety Backergunge, &c. wherct if thofe cxmk^ 
plaint)! are troe, the Englifii Gomaftabs being 
pader no controul of their mafter*s:» defpife and 
ill treat the officers of the government, fet tbem^ 
ielvesup for judgeaand magiftrateSf heo^difptites 
between the inbabitanta and extort fines^ force the 
mercliants to buy their goods at mole than the 
market price, and to fell what they require as macb 
below iu The complaints I have received of this 
fort are innumerable. I have done my utmoft ta 
find out the truth, and get redreis, and put an end 
to them by forwarding copies to the Chief of 
the Fadory, neare(t the place where the caufe of 
complaint has ariien, and defiring him to enquire 
into it i but for the mofl: part, I have had no other 
iatisfa<flion, than the Gomaftah's flat denial of the 
fea. The places being very diftant, a proper ena- 
HMnation of witnefles is almoft impoffibfe, dther 
before this Board, or any of the fubordinates. How 
then are fuch difputes to be fettled, or the troth di£» 
covered ? 1 am far from faying, that the method 
I have propofed is free from objeftion, becaafe I am 
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very fisniibl^ many of the officers of the govern* 
mcM will not exercife their authority imparti^ly, 
and many witt gladly take every opportunity of 
ebftruding our Gonts^tahs^ and particularly in this 
new commerce; but I cannot think of>a better 
plan, and it is certainly more agrees^le to reafon, 
and the pra£tice of ^1 nations that the jurilHifUon 
fltould be in the hands of the proper officers of the 
government than our agents and Gomaftahs, who 
are permitted to refide there only as trading Fadors, 
and where neither the laws of our country, nor the 
powers intruded to us by the Company, give xt$ 
any judicial authority, 

I wifb, gentlemen, you may form a better plan, 
fince you do not approve of mine *, but if it ihoukl 
appear, that this trade cannot be carried on without 
invefting our Gomaftahs with an armed force, and 
authority to exercife that force over the inhabi- 
tants at their difcretion, I think it (hould be for- 
bid, and we content ourfelves with carrying our 
trade as far as the Company carry their's ^ and (b 
fat we fliall be fure of the protedtion of their force, 
finder the direAion of one or other of the Fac- 
t^es, who will be anfwerable to the Board for 
the ufe they make of them, which the Gomaftahs 
are not, and therefore fuch an authority fhould 
not be truftedin^ their -hands. 

Mefliis. Johnftone and Hay tomplain, diati fenc 
a per ion to enquire into the truth of the complaints 
againft the Ettglifh Gomaftahs in the country, 
and they digniBed a poor Banyan with the title of 
Inquifitor. My letter to thofe gentlemen, from 
Monghecr, wi|l ft>ew the only authority with 
which thatperfod was invefted; and as they have 
not laid before you a copy of that letter, I havt 
fubjoined it hereunto, uridei^ N^ i, as it is at krtt 
as m^erial as fome of thofe jHeces they refer to. 
As foon as this inquifitor returns, hb .report ihall 
be laid before yqii i and as tyety ftep I can take 
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for the fedrcft rf tHc inhaWtants of the countiyH" 
complained of as ah itffcroachmcnt upon the pri- 
vilegcs of the Englifh, and alfo^otcs ineffbaual^ 
I Ihair for the fiKore lay aH ftneh fHstttions from tfao 
inhabitants biMe th* BoUrd, hoping that, by yoiu? 
rcfolutio!^, ' fofine ^efifcftual method will be provide 
ed for rcftraining the eJeceflte of the Gomaftahs, 
The moft hlateriai trf" th6fe that * ha*«ne fetcly^ been 
pitfeatcd to me Ate hfereorttd anne«fcd, from 
, N° 2, to N% II J and I think the^fcitting aftop^ 
to any abufcs that may be (yraAifed under the au-^ 
thority of the Englifh fiag is fln att^rttion fa *«W>flh)r 
of this Government, that one of more members of 
the Board, oi* fome of the feriior fervants, Ihould 
be fent to inform thcmfclvcs upon the foot, how 
far the complaints are trac, and make the report 
to the Board. 

Meflrs. Johnftone'and Hay affert, that the 
Nabob's ordering the Rungamatty Fougedars to 
receive the ufual duties on goods for inland trade, 
is contrary to the articles of our treaty with the 
Nabob, and reduces us again to thofe privileges 
we enjoyed befbre the time of Meer Jaffier. I 
have referred more than once to the treaty withf 
the Nabob Jaffier Aly Cawn, and do not find that 
it grants us any new privil^es of trade ; and co- 
lonel Clive, who certainly underftood that treaty 
as well as any one, never would grant a Duftuck 
for fait, or any other article of trade, which had- 
not ufually been granted by former. Governors, 

Meflrs. Johnftone and Hay infinuate, throughout 
their letter in terms not to be mifunderftood, that 
my reafon for wifliing to reftrain other gentlemen's 
Gomaftahs, is, that my own may have the nK>re 
IK>wer, and procure for me the greater profit. Al- 
though I am iatisfied that fuch infinuations would 
obtain but litde credit, yet it may not be impro- 
per to produce fome inftances, that I fufFer equaU 
ly with others when ^y obitru6tions do happeii ia 
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our trade» and that I am, the fifft co prafUce upon 
my own concerns, the wftwot which I think 
fhould be laid upon our Gqmaftahs ifi general. 
For the firft, I appe4 9> Mr? A^^^J^tt, whether a 
number of boats of fait belonging w oie, were not 
ftopt at Cutwa» by the collea:9>:x}if than Gaut at^thc 
fame time with othec8i» and Retained a$ long; 
and for the laft I refei; y^ to my orders of th<; 
17th of December and loth of January, to Mr. 
Moore, my agent at Rungpoor, and Mr. Baillie* . 
at Rungamatty, of whidi copies are hereunto 
annexed, N^ 12, and 13. 

As you have been pleafed to give it as your 
opinion, that MeiTrs. Johnftooe, Hay, and 
^Its, did properly in writing a letter to Sheer 
Aly, the Fougedar of Poornca, in their own name» 
inftead of applying to the Prefident, of courfe e- 
very other merchant will take the fame authority. 
1 am by no means forry to be relieved from the 
trouble of fuch applications, yet I think it my 
duty, to give it as my opinion, that this entire 
levelling and equality will not be for the good 
of the Company's affairs, nor for the benefit of 
the fociety, and therefore to declare my difappro- 
bation. 

One realbn Meflrs. Johnftone and Hay give 
for writing this letter, deferves to be taken no- 
tice of, jin unwillij^nefs in the Prefident to believi 
complaints of this nature. I requefl the Board will 
call on them, to produce any one inftance, where 
I have either rcfufcd or delayed to give them, or 
any other merchant, every afliftance they have 
afked of me, in the carrying on their private ba<> 
finefs, and obtaining redrefs for their grievances^ 

In fhort, gentlemen, their letter throughout is 
i(^ very injurious to me as a gentleman, to fay 
nothing of my ftation, that I fhould apply to you 
for juftice againft them, did I not perceive, that 
inftead of fhewing your difpleafure at fuch beha- 
viour.
